HOOVER CALLS ON NATIONS 
TO LIVE UP T0 KELLOGG PACT 
BY ‘ACTUAL ARMS REDUCTION 








PLEADS IN NAME OF HEROES 


President, in Address at 
Arlington, Asks ‘Action’ 
for ‘Faith and Idealism.’ 





DEPLORES NAVAL RIVALRY 
He Demands Loyalty to Treaty 


by Arming Only for Defense 
and Not for Aggression. 


‘YARDSTICK’ TO BE APPLIED 





Declaring the Quest of It a 
‘Challenge’ to the World, He 
Pledges America’s Aid.

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Presi- 
dent Hoover, delivering the nation’s 
tribute to its war dead in a Memorial 
Day address today at Arlington Cem- 
etery, called upon America and the 
other nations of the world to fulfill 
the ‘“‘great hope” implanted in the 
Kellogg-Briand treaty that ‘‘these 
sacrifices shall not be claimed 
again.’’ 

Loyalty to the terms of this treaty 
was his theme. Warning the world 
powers, including the United States, 
against entering upon an era of com- 
petitive naval building, in the face 
of the treaty which pledges them to 
abandon war as a solution of inter- 
national controversies, the President 
appealed to the signatory nations to 
keep faith in their covenant by put- 
ting all armament on a solely defen- 
sive basis and by making’ not merely 
limitation but ‘‘actual reductions of 
existing commitments to lowered 
levels.”’ 

“Tf this agreement is to fulfill its 
high purpose,’’ he said, ‘‘we and 
other nations must accept its conse- 
quences. We must clothe faith and 
idealism with action. That action 
must march with the inexorable 
tread of common sense and realism 
to accomplishment.”’ 

Then, turning to his own country, 
he added: 

‘‘Consequently, if we are honest, 
we must reconsider our own naval 
armament and the armaments of the 
world in the light of their defensive 
and not their aggressive use.’’ 


“Challenge” In Arms Reduction. 


Asserting that ‘‘every important 
country’’ since the signing of the 
Kellogg pact had been ‘‘engaged in 
strengthening its naval arm,’’ the 
President pictured the world powers 
as being still carried on a tide of 
competitive naval building, through 
fear and suspicion, which disap- 
pear slowly. 

Naval strength was only relative, 
he declared, and the task before the 
world was to determine a basis of 
measuring that strength for defen- 
sive purposes. 

To arrive at any agreement with 
other nations to secure reduction of 
armaments, the President declared, 
‘“‘we must find a rational yardstick,”’ 
a quest which was ‘‘a challenge to 
naval authorities of the world.’’ 

Emphasizing that America must 
have ‘‘adequate preparedness’’ as 
“‘an assurance against aggression,”’ 
the President said that his admin- 
istration had undertaken to ap 
proach the problem of naval dis- 
armament with a new program, be- 
lieving that it was ‘‘useless for us 
to talk of the limitation of arms if 
such limitations are to be set so high 
as virtually to be an incitement to 
increase armament.”’ 

‘‘Limitation upward is not now our 
goal, but actual reduction of existing 
commitments to lowered levels,’’ he 
asserted. 

Such action by the world powers in 
fulfillment of the anti-war covenant, 
he said, would relieve the nations of 
the deadening burden of unproduc- 
tive expenditure and deliver men 
from the ‘‘greatest of human calami- 
ties—fear.’’ 


Pauses to Honor the Unknown. 


The President’s words, spoken 
slowly and impressively, heard by 
those assembled in the great am- 
phitheatre were carried by ampli- 
fiers to distant parts of the cem- 
etery, where hundreds were decorat- 
ing graves, and through a nation- 
wide radio hook-up to the whole 
country. 

Seated round the President were 
Mrs. Hoover and members of the 


Cabinet, including Secretaries Stim- 
son, Good, Wilbur and Hyde and 
Postmaster General Brown.

THOUSANDS JOIN IN TRIBUTE 


War Dead Honored in Services 
on Drive and in Ceremonies 
Throughout City. 





The survivors of the Grand Army 
of the Republic who paraded here 
yesterday made frank admission 
that Memorial Day, which was insti- 
tuted in 1868 to commemorate their 
dead, must soon go on without them. 
In the whole city they mustered 
hardly 300 among the 30,000 troops 
which enclosed them, and their par- 
ticipation was shortened to. six 
blocks afoot, but it was too much. 
Half the survivors of the Grand 
Army fell out in three blocks or 
were picked up in automobiles and 
they finished their shortened parade 
i-. tears. 

The observance of Memorial Day 
yesterday was more extensive than 
ever before. In addition to the mili- 
tary parades in Manhattan, Kings, 
Queens and the Bronx, totaling fif- 
teen miles of marching troops, 
there were parades and public exer- 
cises throughout Staten Island, Long 
Island, Westchester and New 
Jersey. Memorial services were held 
in churches and synagogues. Civie 
and fraternal societies decorated the 
graves of former members. 

In cemeteries general services were 
held in honor of civilian as well as 
soldier dead, and individual graves 
were decorated. Commemorative 
trees were planted in public parks. 


Flowers Sent to’ Hospitals. 


The observance extended to cheer- 
ing the sick in hospitals by sending 
them flowers and it included patri- 
otic services held at the House of 
Refuge. , 

The attention of the survivors of 
the Grand Army of the Republic 
was concentrated, however, on their 
impending disappearance from this 
widespreading commemoration. 

In Manhattan, immediately after 
the parade, the memorial exercises 
at the Soldiers and Sailors’ Monu- 
ment at HEighty-ninth Street and 
Riverside Drive were opened by 
Edward M. Griffiths, Department 
Commander of the Grand Army in 
the State of New York and also prin- 
cipal speaker later in the day at the 
Brooklyn Memorial services in the 
National Cemetery at Cypress Hills,

have fulfilled our solemn duty of 
strewing flowers and decorating the

RACING CAR CRASHES, 
KILLS TWO IN CROWD 
AT TRACK IN QUEENS 


Gets Out of Control at 80-Mile 
Speed at Turn and Hurtles 
Into Throng of Watchers. 








DRIVER CRITICALLY HURT 





Some One in Path, He Declares, 
and He Swerved—tInjured 
Boy Found at the Spot. 





5,000 AT SEASON’S OPENING 





Spectators Massed at Turns of the 
Course—Judge Bears Out 
Racer’s Story of Accident. 





Two spectators were killed and 
two other persons critically injured 
when a racing automobile got out of 
control rounding a turn of the Met- 
ropolitan Heights Fair Grounds 
track, Middle Village, Queens, yes- 
terday afternoon at the season’s 
opening. 

The car, Bernie Katz’s Duesenberg 
Special, with Katz at the wheel, hit 
the turn at the northeast end of the 
seven-eighths of a mile track, 
Katz apparently tried to skid around 
the bend. The machine, traveling 
eighty miles an hour, overturned, 
hurtled in three revolutions up the 
embankment, and crashed into the 
crowd watching there. 

Katz, on his way to the hospital, 
gasped that he had seen somebody 
on the track and had lost control 
trying to swerve. He became un- 
conscious at Jamaica Hospital and 
is in a critical state with a frac- 
tured skull.

Opening Day of Races. 


It was the opening day of the rac- 
ing season at the fair grounds. The 
sun was hot and 5,000 persons were 
at the track. There were to be six 
feature races, preceded by competi- 
tion among some forty race drivers 
in numerous heats and single-cir- 
cuit tests against time. 

The race in which the fatalities 
occurred was the first final on the 
afternoon’s program. There were 
six cars entered, the winners of pre- 
vious trials. Up to that point the 
afternoon had been a triumph for 
Katz. The stocky young race driver, 
who has been gathering a big follow- 
ing at other races this season on 
Long Island, was using his new car, 
bought in the Spring and tuned up 
by the driver himself for the Sum- 
mer meetings. 

He had come out of the single-cir- 
cuit tests against time with the best 
speed of the afternoon, sending the 
Duesenberg around the track in 39 
seconds, thus qualifying for the 
trial heat. Before the race he spent 
a few minutes in his pit in front of 
the grand stand and proceeded to win 
the heat, too. In this he competed 
with five others, winners of previous 
trials, in a four-lap spin. 

In the final, six were entered. —e- 
sides Katz, these were George Win 
gerter, driving another Duesenberg; 
Sam Wohl, a favorite, in a Protex 
Special; Newton Marion, in his His- 

ano-Suiza; James di Marino, in a 

iller Special, and Louis Stultz, in a 
Dodge Special.

As the veterans and members of 
the sons’ and daughters’ organiza- 
tions marched up Riverside Drive to 
the tomb led by four trumpeters the 
U. S. 8S. Wyoming fired a salute from 
the Hudson River.

Pilcher of Grant Post announced to 
the hundreds of onlookers that the 
ceremonies marked the last stand of 
the veterans.

20 Killed, Town Razed by Argentine Quake; 
Many Hurt as Tremors Rock Three Provinces

BUENOS AIRES, May 30.—Twen- 
ty persons were reported killed 
and half of the village of Villatuel 
destroyed by an earthquake today. 
Many houses were burned and a 
bridge in the city collapsed. 

The number of injured could not 
be estimated. Schools have been 
closed owing to danger of their col- 
lapsing. 

Many injured were reported in the 
town of Las Malvinas, where numer- 
ous homes were destroyed. Aid is 
being rushed to the stricken areas. 

The Provinces of Mendoza, San 
Lui3 and Cordoba were shaken. Rail 
and wire communications were inter- 


rupted and detailed news of what 
took place was not available. 
In Villa Real there were several 


casualties and considerable losses in 
landslides. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 30 (®).— 
The Harvard seismographic station 
reported an earth disturbance today, 
believed to have occured on the 
Pacific Coast in the vicinity of 
Chile. The disturbance was first 
noted here at 4:55 A. M., Eastern 
Standard Time, and continued for 
about three hours. 


OSLO, Norway, May 30 (#).—The 
seismological station at Bergen reg- 
istered an earthquake shock at 12:32 
A. M. today which was felt along 
the southwestern coast of Norway. 

The shock was strong enough tu 
awaken sleeping persons, but did no 
damage on shore. The telegraph 
cable between Arendal and England, 
however, broke eighty miles from 
oa supposedly because of the 
shock. 





160,000 SEE SPENCE 
KILLED IN AUTO RAGE 


Keech Wins 500-Mile Classic at 
Indianapolis as Young Cali- 
fornian Meets Death. 








SKIDDING CAR HITS WALL 





Driver Thrown Clear, but Dies 
on Way to Hospital—Other 
Machines Are Wrecked.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 30.—A 
fatality marked the 500-mile auto- 
mobile sweepstakes at the Indian- 
apolis motor speedway here today. 
With a record-smashing crowd of 
160,000 viewing the spectacle, Ray 
Keech, daring 28-year-old driver of 
Philadelphia, hunched his tiny eight- 
cylinder racing creation over the fin- 
ish tape, a winner in 5:07:25:42. 
Louis Meyer of Los Angeles, winner 
of the 1928 race, finished second, 
nearly six minutes behind Keech, 
with Jimmy Gleason, another Phila- 
dGelphia driver, pulling up in third 
place. 

Twelve of the thirty-three drivers 
who wheeled their cars out for the 
start: survived the terrific test of 
speed. Keech averaged 97.583 miles 
an hour, a performance that did not 
even threaten speed records for the 


The race resulted in the death of 


five other drivers. Spence, bounding 
over the perileusly bumpy two and 
one half-mile brick course at terrific 
speed, was killed when on his for- 
tieth mile. His car turned over as 
he was shooting out in a turn and 
going into the backstretch. 


Car Is Thrown Over. 


The car had struck a retaining 
wall on a skid, threw Spence into 
the air in the middle of the track, 
turned completely over, righted it- 
self, and then came to a stop far 
down the track. 

Spence was thrown clear of the 
car but he sustained a fractured 
skull. Unconscious, he was picked 
up and rushed to the hospital inside 
the monster racing grounds, but he 
died on the way. 

There was no suspension of the| 
race when the word was flashed that 
Spence had died of his injuries. The 
other drivers, when they learned of 
Spence’s misfortune, shook their 
heads grimly and continued their 
battle to win their share of the $100,- 
000 prize. 

Rich Reward to Winner. 


Keech, as a result of his victory, 
was enriched to the extent of about 
$40,000. He won $20,000 as first prize, 
$5,100 in lap prizes and the balance 
in cash prizes offered by accessory 
manufacturers. Today’s race was 
Keech’s second major competition. 
He finished fourth in the 1928 race, 
coming here after gaining fame by 
setting a new world’s record of 207.55 
miles an hour on the beach at Day- 
tona, Fla. Before that he was an 
unsung dirt track driver around 
Philadelphia. 

In winning the race today Keech 
exhibited a brand of steady, consis- 
tent and nervy driving which would 
have done credit to the greatest 
names in track history. An outsider 
with the public, Keech was never 
worse off than tenth during the en- 
tire 500 miles. He took the lead at 
392 miles when Meyers, who was 
leading at the time, was forced to 
the pits to replace a front tire that 
was torn to threads and to replenish 
fuel and oil. 

Meyers was forced to remain in the 
pits 6 minutes and 45 seconds, due 
to his inability to get his motor 
started again. While Meyers. was 
frantically working over the motor, 
Keech shot into the lead, retaining 
it.to the end when he got the check- 
ered flag declaring him the winner. 

Meyers’s time was 5:13:49:21, an 
average of 95.596 miles an ‘hour.. Lou 
Moore, second last year, who ap 
peated certain to. win that. place 
again, had the misfortune to burn 
out a bearing with only. five miles 
to go and was forced out. Carl Ma- 
chasse of Milwaukee finished fourth. 
It was his first test in major compe 
tition. Gleason’s time for third place 
was 5:20:10:46, an average of 93.699 
miles an hour. 

Cliff Woodbury was forced out of 
the race almost at the start when his 
car crashed into the wall as he was 
turning into the stretch at the north-

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ALLIES AND GERMANS 
TACKLE DEBT TERMS 


Committees Confer on Schacht 
Conditions of Moratorium, Rail 
Lien and Final Annuities. 





OBSTACLES ARE DIFFICULT 


Accord Making $136,800,000 
Yearly Available to Meet Bond 
Issue Is Expected at Paris.

PARIS, May 30.—The experts’ com- 
mittee for the settlement of the. rep- 
arations problem, having reached an 
agreement that Germany shall pay 
in liquidation of her reparations 
debt a total sum the present value 
of which is 36,885,000,000 marks 
($8,778,630,000), the creditor and the 
German delegates are this’ evening 
trying to get together on the remain- 
ing conditions which Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht, chief German délegate, has 
attached to his acceptance. 

These conditions are not without | 
difficulty. To some of them the 
German delegates attach a great 
deal of importance, while others are 
declared to be utterly unacceptable to 
the creditors. In view, however, of 
the anxiety of every one to reach a 


conclusion, especially now that the 


main item of contention has been 
settled, it is scarcely credible that 
anything like a break or a deadlock 
should come on _ the_ conditions 
which, however important they may 
seem to the negotiators, cannot ever 
amount to a great deal if the sched- 
ule of annuities which Germany is 
to pay and the mechanism for pay- 
ment have been soundly thought out 
and constructed. 








The annuities as agreed on in- 
crease from 777,000,000 marks (about | 
$186,480,000) in the first half-year to! 
2,200,000,000 marks (about $528,000,- | 
000) in the eleventh year, remaining | 
at that figure until the thirty-sixth | 
year. The annuity for the next | 
twenty-one ycars is 1,700,000,000 | 
marks (about $408,000,000) and 900,- | 
000,000 marks (about $216,000,000) for | 
the final year. | 

Allies Against Moratorium. | 

Dr. Schacht asks for a two-year | 
moratorium of payments if it should | 
happen that between now and March | 
31, 1966, Germany finds herself in a} 
position of great financial and eco-| 
nomic stress. On their side the cred- | 
tors are willing enough to grant a | 
moratorium of transfers, such as they 
obtained from the United States in re- 
gard to their debt payments, but they 
regard the request for a complete 
moratorium of payments as too ex- 
travagant. If a real need should 
arise for its application it could only 
mean that the whole Young system 
of payments had broken down. On 
the other hand, though such a con- 
dition is scarcely conceivable, the 
creditors argue that if the financial 
and economic situation of the Reich 
should ever become so bad that this 
cebt could not. be paid, it would be 
conceivable that a revolutionary gov- 
ernment might voluntarily muddle 
the budget in such a way as to make 
the payments impossible if it had the 
loophole of a complete moratorium. 
As practically all the payments in 
the postponable category which 
would be affected would be those 
earmarked for the payment of the 
allied debts to America. the result 
of such a voluntary defalcation on 
the part of Germany would probably 
entail the application by some of the 
Allies of the transfer safeguard 
clause with respect to their own out- 
payments. 


A second big’ obstacle to the final 
settlement is the question of the re- 
demption of the marks left in Bel- 
gium by the Germans. Steps toward 
its settlement are slow and it now 
seems unlikely that a result will be 
obtained before this conference 
reaches an end.. In that event the 
problem will either have to be de- 
ferred or the Belgian experts ma 
feel themselves obliged to sign wit 
a.reserve, or rhaps even not to 
sign at all. It is hoped, however, 
that such an unsatisfactory situation 
may be avoided. 


’ Get Down to Full Payments. 

There is still to be settled the 
amount of the unconditional—that is 
to say, the unpostponable—part of 
each year’s annuity which Germany

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The heat wave which started last 
Tuesday continued unabated, yester- 
day being one of the hottest Memo- 
rial Days on record.

There it stayed, 
with surprising reluctance until near- 
ly nightfall. Even then it dropped 
only a few degrees.

Record Crowds at Beaches. 


Although the seashore resorts have 
had large crowds on several previous 
occasions this season, yesterday’s 
throng broke all records. The ex- 
treme heat tempted thousands to go 
bathing and was largely responsible 
for the nine deaths from drowning. 

The heat was general throughout 
the Eastern United States and ex- 
tended far into Canada. Some relief 
was occasioned in the New England 
States by rain. A storm at Gray, 
Maine, The Associated Press report- 
ed, upset a rowboat and led to the 
drowning of a 17-year-old youth.

“Every sign of illness in the King 
must necessarily cause anxiety after 
the long and dangerous struggle 
through which his Majesty passed 
during the Winter. For the moment, 
however, it is understood that the 
distinguished doctors who are in at- 
tendance can detect no recurrence of 
the particular symptoms which were 
manifest at that time. 

“The official statement conveys the 
literal truth and the whole truth. 
The King. who has been feeling un- 
well for the past three or four days, 
is suffering from a feverish attack 
and that is all there is to be said 
about it. Tests, which undoubtedly 
have been taken already, will reveal, 
in time, the origin of the infection.

The pilgrimage, made in automo- 
biles, was led by the Rev. Dr. David 
de Sola Pool, the rabbi, who recited 
memorial prayers at each grave. 
The synagogue, at Central Park 
West and Seventieth Street, is known 
as the oldest in America.

PLEADS FOR PREPAREDNESS. 


chester Celebration.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Mav 30.— 
Every city, town and hamlet in 
Westchester County celebrated Me- 
morial Day today under clear skies. 
There were parades in White Plains, 
Yonkers, Mount Vernon, Scarsdale, 
Bronxville, New Rochelle and Mount 
Kisco, with veterans of all wars par- 
ticipating.

“Today,’’ said General Bullard, 
‘‘we are relying on international con- 
ferences to save us from the trouble 


of preparedness, but an international | yy 


conference is a poker game. Our 
naval international conference dis- 
armed us, armed some other coun- 
tries and now has frightened our 
country back into navy building— 
the Fifteen Cruiser bill. 

“There are many who would have 
us rely wholly upon unpreparedness, 
substitute for preparedness; would 
ave us thus, as a way to avoid war, 
throw ourselves on the mercy of the 
world. These are not men, they are 
rabbits.”’ 

Arguing -that only small and insig- 
nificant peoples can profit by dis- 
armament, limitation or reduction of 
armament, the General continued: 
“Plainly. the lesson of the men whom 
we today honor, those who fought 
our wars, is preparedness, if we wish 
to transmit to our children the fine 
heritage turned over to us. I can- 
not believe that we can plan other- 
wise. Preparedness becomes our 
duty; we cannot take it out in talk. 

“Any nation that. would regard 
with ‘resentment this preparedness, 
whose purpose is first to maintain 
peace and then, if peace’ fails, to 
maintain our rights, is throwing a 
fit.””

150,000 See Manhattan Parade. 


Along the two-mile route of the 
parade up Fifth Avenue, across 
Fifty-ninth Street, up Broadway, 
across Seventy-second Street. and up 
Riverside Drive past the Soldiers 
and Sailors’ Monument to Ninety- 
second Street, the spectators num- 
bered 150,000, of whom almost 50,000 
were children, apparently storing up 
impressions of music, uniforms and 
columns of marching men. Poppy 
sellers industriously jingled cartons 
of coins and cried out ‘‘Don’t forget 
to Wear vour budcy poppy.”’ 

The forty survivors of the Grand 
Army who undertook to march six 
blocks yesterday stepped out to 
bands playing in half the usual re- 
view cadence of 120 steps to the min- 
ute. But that was too rapid and too 
orderly. The old men carefully’ put 
one foot ahead of the other, each in- 
tent only on accomplishing the: six 
blocks. Each man was the survivor 
of fifty men, and as they marched 
yesterday the column stretched’ out 
until the spaces were enough to hold 
all who had originally marched with 
them.

Division Fails to Halt. 


The leading division of veterans, 
unaware that the following division 
had been wiped out, kept on, past 
the reviewing stand and into Ninety- 
second Street, which marked the fin- 
ish of the parade. and still kept on 
marching, more and more slowly, 
looking over their shoulders at a 
large band in black uniforms which 
began to overhaul them at a bewil- 
dering rate, filling the street from 
side to side with an onrush of men 
and a great noise of brasses and 
drums. 

The band leader wanted the Grand 
Army to stop, but the Grand Army 
apparently thought only of keeping 
ahead of that band. 

Finally the band halted on its own 
initiative and Traffic Patrolman 
Charles Dempsey, directing traffic 
at West End Avenue, held out his 
arms, stopped the Grand Army and 
held it in a small huddle while the 
band played it out of the parade 
with ‘“The’Star-Spangled Banner.’’

WASHINGTON, May 30.—The text of President Hoover’s address at | 
Arlington Cemetery today was as follows: 


Fellow Countrymen: 

Over the years since the Civil 
War the Grand Army of the Re- 
public have conducted this sacred 
ceremony in memoriam of thcse 
who died in service of their coun- 
try. The ranks of their living 
comrades have. been _ steadily 
thinned with time. But other wars 
have reaped their harvest of sacri- 
fice and these dead too lie buried 
here. Their living comrades now 
join in conduct of this memorial, 
that it may be carried forward 
when the noble men who today 
represent the last of the Grand 
Army shall have joined those al- 
ready in the Great Beyond. 

This sacred occasion has impelled 
our Presidents to express their as- 
pirations in furtherance of peace. 
No more appropriate tribute can 
be paid to our heroic dead than to 
stand in the presence of their rest- 
ing places and pledge renewed ef- 
fort that these sacrifices shall not 
be claimed again. 

Today, as never before in peace, 
new-life destroying instrumental- 
ities and new systems of warfare 
are being added to those that even 
so recently spread death and deso- 
lation over the whole Continent 
of Europe. Despite those lessons 
every government continues to in- 
crease and perfect its armament. 
And while this progress is being 
made in the development of the 
science of warfare, the serious 
question arises—are we making 
equal progress in devising ways 
and means to avoid those frightful 
fruits of men’s failures that have 
blotted with blood so many chap- 
ters of the world’s history? 

New Hope In Pledge of Peace. 

There is a gréat hope, for since 
this day a year ago, a solemn dec- 
laration has been proposed by 
America to the world and has been 
signed by forty nations. It states 
that they 

Solemnly declare in the names 
of their respective peoples that 
they condemn recourse to war for 
the solution of international con- 
troversies, and renounce it as an 
instrument of national policy in 
their relations with one another. 

They : 

Agree that the settlement or so- 
lution of all disputes or conflicts 
of whatever nature or of what- 
ever origin they may be, which 
may arise amonz them, shall 
never be sought except by pacific 
means. 

That is a declaration that springs 
from the aspirations and hearts of 
men and women throughout the 
world. It is a solemn covenant to 
which the great nations of the 
world have bound themeelves. 

But notwithstanding this noble 
assurance, preparedness for war 
still advances steadily in every 
land. As a result the péssimist 
calls this covenant a pious expres- 
sion of foreign offices, a trick of 
statesmen on the hopes of human- 
ity, for which we and other nations 
will be held responsible without 
reserve. With this view I cannot 
agree. 


Naval Arms for Defense Only. 


But, if this agreement is to fulfill 
its high purpose, we and other na- 
tions must accept its consequences; 
we must clothe faith and idealism 
with action. That action must 
march with the inexorable tread of 
common sense and realism to ac- 
complishment. 

If this declaration really repre- 
sents the aspirations of peoples; if 
this covenant be genuine proof that 
the world has renounced war as an 
instrument of national policy, it 
means at once an abandonment of 
the aggressive use of arms by 
every signatory nation and becomes 
a sincere.declaration that all arma- 
ment hereafter shall be used: only 
for defense. 

Consequently, if we are honest 
we must reconsider our own naval 
armament and the armaments of 


the world in the light of their de- . | 


fensive and not their aggressive 
use. Our navy is the first, and in 
the world sense the only important, 
factor in our national prepared- 
ness. It is a powerful part of the 
arms of the world. 

To make ready for defense is a 
primary obligation upon every 
statesman and adequate prepared- 
ness is an assurance against ag- 
gression, But, if we are to earnest- 
ly predicate our views upon renun- 
ciation of war as an instrument of 
national policy, if we are to set 
standards that naval strength is 
purely for defense and not for ag- 
gression, then the strength in fight- 
ing ships required by nations is but 
relative to that of other powers. 

All nations assent to this—that 
defensive needs of navies are rela- 
tive. Moreover, other nations con- 
cede our contention for parity in 
naval strength with the strength 
of the powers. With these prin- 
ciples before us our problem is to 
secure agreement among nations 
that we shall march together 


toward reductions in naval equip- 
| ment. 

Despite the declarations of the 
Kellogz pact, every important coun- 
try has since the signing of that 
agreement been engaged in 


| petitive building. 

Fear and suspicion disappear but 
slowly from the world. Democra- 
cies can only be led to undertake 
the burdens of increasing naval 
construction by continued appeal 
to fear, by constant envisaging of 
possible conflict, by stimulated im- 
aginings of national dangers, by 
glorification of war.

The idea of limitation of arms 
has served a useful purpose. It 
| made possible conferences in which 

the facts about national aspirations 
could be discussed frankly in an 
atmosphere of friendliness and con- 
ciliation. Likewise the facts of the 
technical problems involved, and 
the relative values of varying na- 
tional needs, have been clarified 
by patient comparison of expert 
opinions.

It implies that we 
shall endeavor to develop those 
instrumentalities of peaceful ad- 
justment that will enable us to re- 
move disputes from the field of 
emotion to the field of calm and 
judical consideration. 

It is fitting that we should give 
our minds to these subjects on this 
occasion; that we should give voice 
to these deepest aspirations of the 
American people, in this. place. 
That aspiration is that the world 
‘Should. have peace. 

These dead whom we have gath- 
ered here today to honor, these 
valiant and unselfish souls who 
gave life itself in service of their 
ideals, evoke from us the most 
solemn mood of consecration. They 
died that peace should be estab- 
lished.

Nothing less than our resolve to 
give ourselves with equal courage 
to the ideal of our day will serve 
to manifest our gratitude for their 
sacrifices, our undying memory of 
their deeds, our emulation of their 
glorious example.

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CABINET DISCUSSES 
PRENGH FILM QUOTA 


Hears 4-1 Plan on American 
Pictures Reviewed by Poncet, 
but Takes No Action. 








NEW ACCORD EFFORT LIKELY 





With Issue Now in Their Hands, It 
Is Assumed Two Governments 
WIIll Try to Find Settlement.

PARIS, May 30.—The Franco-Amer- 
ican film controversy was discussed 
by the French Cabinet at its regular 
weekly meeting this morning. No 
official communiqué was issued and 
it was said later that the situation 
was merely reviewed by Francois 
Poncet, Under-Secretarv of Fine 
Arts, who is charged with the duty 
of directing the government’s inter- 
ests in the French film industry. 

That the troublesome question, 
which has now been in the process of 
unsuccessful negotiation since the 
first of this year, would finally have 
to be tackled by the French Govern- 
ment .was disclosed recently when 
direct conversations between the rep- 
resentatives of the French and Amer- 
ican industries failed completely to 
reach a compromise and the Superior 
Cinema Control Commission adopted 
in principle a four-to-one quota for 
American and foreign films. 

If the latter provision is approved 
by the Cabinet, it would mean that 
for every four American pictures 
brought into France the American 
compsnies would be compelled to buy 
one French production. 

The Americans are strongly oppos- 
ing all forms of quotas and have of- 
fered to pay a heavy frontier tax, 
the proceeds of which could be used 
to rebuild the French film industry. 
“The French Government opposed this 
scheme on the ground that it would 
establish a precedent, and the French 
industry then turned back to the 

uota idea. It is assumed that the 

rench and ®&merican Governments 
will try to make a last®minute settle- 
ment now that the two industries 
have failed to agree.

TROTSKYIST MAKES BID 
FOR RETURN TO FOLD 


Karl Radek Writes From Exile 
That Opposition to Moscow 
Is an “Illusion.”

Wireless to THz New Yorx TIMES, 
MOSCOW, May 30.—A number of 
prominent members of the Trotskyist 
opposition seem anxious to disavow 


Leon Trotsky and return to the 
Communist party fold. Pravda, the 
official. Communist organ, published 
today a letter written by Karl 
Radek on May 19 to his fellow oppo- 
sitionist, Smilga, expressing  dis- 
approval gf Trotsky’s views and the 
fact that the former War Minister 
has carried on a campaign against 
Joseph Stalin, the ‘‘dictator’’ of the 
party and of Russia, in the bourgeois 
press. Radek says: 

‘‘We originally regarded the ranks 
of the opposition .as defenders of the 
October revolution. That dream is 
ended We.now should devote all 
our forces to seve the best part of 
these ranks to work for the October 
revolution. That is the harsh and 
heavy truth, but it is better than 
illusion.’’ 

Radek declares that M. Preobrajen- 
ski, also an oppositionist, who for- 
merly ranked as one of. the leading 
Bolshevist theoreticians and econo- 
mists, shares his viewpoint. 

The letter undoubtedly is meant as 
an olive branch to the Kremlin and 
is regarded, although with reserva- 
tions, as such by the principal Krem- 
lin spokesman, M. Yaroslavski, who 
hints that Radek and his associates 
might be allowed to resume work for 
the revolution if they genuinely 
abandoned their ‘‘heresies.’ 





Radek, when Stalin started his 
campaign to oust the opposition 
leaders from their posts in the In- 
ternational and the Soviet Republic 
and Union, in the Spring of 1927, 
was a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Russian Soviet Repub- 
lic and of the identical committee 
of the Union (The USSR), of the 
Central Committee of the Communist 

arty and of the Presidium of the 
nternational. Tomsk, where Radek 
is reported to be, is on the frontier 
of Chinese Turkestan. Trotsky was 
quartered in the vicinity until he 
issued his book on Stalin, through 
German friends, a year ago and was 
sent to Constantinople. There he 
has several times tried in vain to 
obtain permission to enter Germany. 
At Constantinople he has continued 
his attacks on Stalin by interviews 
and articles in the foreign press.

BY FILENE OFFER 


League Labor Director Ready 
to Accept $25,000 for Wage 
Inquiry if Board Agrees. 








PLANS ALREADY FORMING 





League Statisticians Plan to Gather 
_ Data on 200 Cities Instead of 
25, as at Present.

GENEVA, May 30.—The offer of 
Edward A. Filene, the Boston mer- 
chant, to raise $25,000 to help defray. 
the expenses of a general inquiry to 


-determine the “‘real’? wages in- the 


various countries of Europe, for 
which the International Labor Office 
thus far has lacked funds, caused 
great gratification at both the labor 
Office and in League of Nations sec- 
retarial circles. The gratification 
was the greater because the offer 
was so altogether unexpected. Such 
a sum would allow the Labor Office 
to collect much more comprehensive 
data than the Ford company asked 
in its recent request, the publication 
of which led to Mr. Filene’s offer. 
Such data would be valuable to every 
company with international branches. 

Mr. Filene’s cablegram was _ re- 
ceived today by the secretariat, 
where the fact that Sir Eric Drum- 
mond, the Secretary-General, 
whom it was addressed, was absent, 
having gone yesterday to visit Portu- 
gal before the Madrid Council, caused 
some Selay in acting on it. . The 
matter being obviously within the 
jurisdiction of the Labor Office, the 
secretariat decided to forward it im- 
mediately as of the ‘‘highest impor- 
tance’’ to the Labor Office director, 
Albert Thomas. 

Due to the confusion arising from 
the act, the annual labor conference, 
which opened this morning with a 
record number of fifty nations at- 
tending in the Geneva Electoral 
Hall, at some distance from the Labor 
Building, Mr. Filene’s message was 
wrongly routed by a_ secretariat 
clerk and tonight had not yet reached 
Mr. Thomas. 

The secretariat did not release the 
message on the ground that this 
was the privilege of the Labor Office, 
especially as jt enjoys the rank of 
an autonomous branch of the League. 
Consequently the exact nature of 
Mr. Filene’s offer is still unknown to 
the public here. . 

Mr. Thomas, who learned its gen- 
eral tenor from this correspondent, 
immediately stated: . : . 

“This is an extremely welcome 
and gratifying offer, which makes 
us still more indebted to Mr. Filene,

Labér office circles who were in- 
formed of the offer did not express 
the slightest doubt that the govern- 
ing board whose ‘members already 
are here in connection with the Labor 
Conference, will accept the money. 
They were especially pleased by Mr. 
Filene’s ‘‘beau_ geste,’ as one 
Frenchman called it, because the 
Labor Office budget is now under 
attack by the British Government’s 
délegation to the conference, while 
the French and other delegations are 
seeking to have it increased to meet 
the expanding needs of and demands 
of teh organization. It is felt that 
the Filene offer may have a ‘‘good 
effect’? on this aspect of the 
question. 

Labor Office. statisticians, who 
now compile the office’s limited 
data on real .wages in twenty-one 
cities in as many countries, are 
especially pleased. Knowing the dif- 
ficulties of the problem of stand- 
ardizing these. statistics as they do 
they naturally are the strongest in 
stressing the importance of Mr. 
Filene’s move. They estimate that 
the gift will prove sufficient to 
allow the present data for twenty- 
one cities not only to be greatly ex- 
panded but extended so as to cover 
about 200 Buropean cities and_prob- 
ably a good number in North 
America. 


Government Cooperation Expected. 


The cost would be less and conse- 
quently more cities could be included 
if the various governments cooperate 
fully,.as 1s expected, with the in-

German Press Favorable. 


While German editors inform their 


readers that the agreement reached 
yesterday at Paris is no cause for 
jubilation, its reception, both in offi- 
cial and political circles, is by no 
means tinctured with hostility, al- 
though the gravity of the obligation 
assumed by Germany is duly stressed. 
The general absence of acrimony 
may be said to have a double reason. 
Firstly, the experts’ adoption of the 
fundamental points of the Young 
plan is held to conform to German 
official and political contentions re- 
cently when the negotiations threat- 
ened to founder on what was referred 
to here as the stubbornness with 
which the creditor experts had in- 
sisted on projecting alien issues into 
the debates. 

Secondly the belief here that yes- 
terday’s unexpected decision — its 
abruptness even surprised official 
quarters when it was made known 
last night—was reached only because 
of the personal intervention of J. P.

Martin Jensen, who took second 
place in the Dole race from San 
Francisco to Hawaii in 1927, and Wil- 
mer Stultz, who piloted the tri-mo- 
tored Fokker Friendship from New- 
foundland to Wales across the North 
Atlantic with Miss Amelia Earhart 
as passenger, came in close together 
in the first race of the day, with 


Jensen slightly in the lead. 

The race was a twenty-mile contest, 
the first of three heats to be run off. 
The other two heats will be flown 
later. .Reginald Langhorne Brooks, 
who had entered his_ clipped-wing 
Travelair in this event, missed out at 
the start. Brooks had been preparing 
his plane and testing his motor for 
two days, but when the race was 
called he was waiting at Roosevelt 
Field 1, at Westbury, instead of at 
the starting line at what was for- 
merly Curtiss Field. He found out 
his mistake only when he saw the 
planes flashing overhead. 

Jensen’s time was 9 minutes 40 sec- 
onds. He used a Whirlwind-powered 
Waco.

VAN LEAR BLACK BEGINS 
FLIGHT TO THE ORIENT 


Baltimore Publisher Departs 
From: England for 20,000-Mile 
Trip to Tokio and Retarn. 


CROYDON, England, Friday, May 
31 (®).—Van Lear Black, Baltimore 
publisher; hopped: off at 4:30 A. M. 
(11:30 P. M., Thursday, New York 
Daylight Saving Time) on a 20,000- 
mile tour of the Orient. He will tour 
through India and China to Tokio 
and come back by way of Korea, 
Manchuria, Siberia, Russia - and 
North Europe. 

Mr. Black carries the same Dutch 
pilots, Geysendorfer and _ Scholte, 
who had the controls on his recent 
trip to Cape Town, South Africa. 
The Maryland State flag appears on 
the fuSelage of his palatial plane. 

No time schedule has been ar- 
ranged.. The machine -will: cruise 
leisurely at 1,000 miles a day, with 
occasional rests of a day or two, 
until it reaches Allahabad, India. 
There a stop will be made to per- 
mit Mr. Black to hunt tigers. 

Mr. Black will take time to see the 
sights of Japan after he arrives in 
Tokio before turning his plane west- 
ward. His return route has been 
mapped across arid stretches skirt- 
ing the Gobi Desert and flying 
thence across Lake Baikal and the 
Great Central Basin of Siberia and 
over the Ural Mountains. 

This route presents many unknown 
flying problems and difficulties but 
the authorities of Soviet Russia have 
offered him’ full use of all availabie 
facilities to make his flight a success.

PARACHUTE JUMPER KILLED. 


Bag Fails to Open After He Quits 
Plane Above a Pennsylvania Fair. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SCRANTON, Pa., May 30.—Edgar 
R. Enochs, a parachute jumper who 
had appeared in the films and at 
State fairs and carnivals throughout 
the country for the last two years, 
was killed this afternoon when his 
parachute failed to open after he 
leaped from a plane 4,000 feet above 
the Ackerly Fair Grounds at Clark’s 
Summit, a few miles from here. 

Enochs, known as_ ‘Daredevil 
Red,’’ was killed instantly, doctors 
finding that every bone in his body 
had been broken. 

He had taken off from the Scran- 
ton Airport in a plane piloted by 
Walter Gradeline and circled above 
the fair grounds for a few minutes. 
His ‘‘stunt’’ was to drop more than 
a thousand feet before starting to 
open the parachute. The plane was 
directly above the race track when 
he climbed out on the wing and 
jumped. 

Thousands of spectators in the 
stands shrieked as the body came 
hurtling earthward, landing in a 
field about 2 half mile from the 
grounds. Investigation indicated that 
the cord on the parachute had failed 
to release the bag when Enochs 
pulled it. 

Enochs was 22 years old and lived 
at Mullica Hill, N. J. He is survived 
by his parents and a sister.

Says Tax Would Be Prohibitive. 


A prominent broker here said to- 
night that if the proposed amend- 
ment fixed a 5 per cent tax on the 
market value of stocks it would 
make such transactions prohibitive. 
If the tax were levied on the par 
value, he added, it would seriously 
hamper Stock Exchange operations. 

A proposal for an amendment 
such as Senator Glass has in mind 
probably would lead to a prolonged 
debate in the Senate on the credit 
situation, especially the endeavors 
of the Federal Reserve Board to 
curb the use of Federal Reserve 
credit in the financing of stock mar- 
ket activities. 

Senator Glass in his recent contro- 
versy with Charles E. Mitchell of 
the Nationa: City Bank, drew a dis- 
tinction between purely speculative 
purchases on margin and the out- 
right purchase of securities for in- 
vestment. 

Opponents of any such plan as he 
has in mind said tonight that the 
courts have held against similar 
proposals, deeming such a tax a 
penalty. But it is understood that 
Senator Glass thinks the committee 
would construe his proposal purely 
as a revenue-raising measure. 


Leaders Will Confer on Recess. 


At a conference of the Republican | 


leaders of the two houses of the 
Congress early next week, a strong 


effort will be made to reach an 
agreement for a Summer recess. 
The House, according to statements 
made by Speaker Longworth, is will- 
ing to suspend business for the Sum- 
mer about June 10, if by that time 
the farm relief bill has become a 
law and the Senate consents to name 
a date in the Fall for the passage 
of the tariff measure. 

The administration would prefer 
Congress to remain in session with- 
out interruption until the business 
for which the special session was 
called has been transacted, but 
President Hoover probably will not 
insist upon this course if the farm 
relief bill reaches him next week and 
the Senate sets a day to vote on the 
tariff. In next week’s conference 
the administration’s views will 
presented and an agreement upon a 
recess is expected to be reached. 

Speaker Longworth is entirely in 
accord with the administration view 
that the tariff bill should be placed 
upon the statute books during the 
special session. He does not believe, 
however, the bill will emerge from 
conference until late in November. 
Other leaders are more optimistic,

three days, May 15, 16 and 17, it 
was learned today. 

The man left the hotel on May 17 


accompanied by. a family of four 
and his secretary, who was believed 
to have been Pedro Alvarez. It was 
reported that they left Vancouver by 
automobile. \ 

In recent days four Mexicans have 
arrived in Vancouver, and although 
they denied connection with the 
Mexican Government, rumors per- 
Sisted that they were secret sérviceé 
men on the trail of the former reyo- 
lutionary leader. 

The arrival of the mysterious Mex- 
ican at the hotel was preceded by a 
visit from his secretary, who re- 
served the best suite available and 
arranged for the rooms to be filled 
with flowers. The secretary gave no 
address, saying to the clerk, ‘The 
last place we were in was Seattle.” 

While the group was in Vancouver 
a party of Mexicans inquired at the 
Automobile Club for information 
about British Columbian roads, but 
they did not iidicate which direction 
they proposed to travel,

SET UP THREE INNER LOOPS 





Network of Connecting Lines and 
13 Union Terminals Proposed in 
Vast New Trunk System. 





Looking forward to the year 1965, 
when railroad traffic in and out of 
New York terminals, exclusive of 
commuters, will total 270,000,000 pas- 
sengers annually, with an annual 
freight burden of 100,000,000 tons, 
the Regional Plan Committee of the 
Russell Sage Foundation made pub- 
lic yesterday details of proposals for 
the gradual development of a trunk 
line railroad system designed to 
serve the region within a radius of 
fifty miles from City Hall. 

The railroad proposals are part of 
the committee’s regional plan for 
New York and its environs and rep- 
resent approximately forty-two proj- 
ects, with eleven new railroad cross- 
ings of major waterways. The pro- 


posed trunk line railroad system con- | 


sists of ten new belt lines, including 
one great outer belt about twenty 
miles from City Hall, nineteen con- 
nections with old lines and new 
waterfront lines, and thirteen union 
passenger terminals. Some proposed 
routes follow existing trunk lines, to 
which additional trackage is to be 
added as needed, and some follow 
new rights-of-way. 

Through the proposed stations and 
the contemplated belt lines it will be 
possible for trunk line railroad pas- 
sengers to reach quickly and com- 
fortably any community within the 
metropolitan region, which includes 


Greater New York, Northern New; 
the whole of | 


Jersey, Long Island, 
Westchester, Rockland and Putnam 
counties and Southwestern Con- 
necticut. 


Six New Terminals in Jersey. 


On the New Jersey side six new 
passenger terminals are. proposed in 
Paterson, Hackensack, North Ber- 
gen, Jersey ‘City, Newark and at a 
point in Clifton southwest of Passaic. 

In Manhattan three union passen- 
ger terminals are contemplated—the 
existing Grand Central Terminal and 
Pennsylvania Station and a new ter- 
minal in the neighborhood of 178th 
Street and Amsterdam Avenue. In 
each of the other boroughs a single 
union passenger terminal is pro- 
posed: in the Bronx near 149th Street 
and Mott Avenue, in Queens near 
Queens Plaza, in Brooklyn near 
Prospect Park Plaza, and in Rich- 
mond at a point south of Port Rich- 
mond. 

The site of the present Sixtieth 
Street yards of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad, it was declared, may 
also ultimately be developed with ad- 
vantage as a new passenger as well 
as freight terminal and, like most 
of the other proposed terminals, con- 
nected with the suburban rapid tran- 
sit system. 

Motor bus sub-terminals, 
type established by the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn and serving as connections 
with its rail passenger terminals in 
Jersey City, are recommended with 


special reference to the New Jersey 
railroads. 


Plan Great By-Pass. 


Outstanding in the committee's pro- 
posals is the great regional outer belt 
line, the purpose of which is to en- 
courage industrial development out- 
side the central congested areas and 
to permit both through and inter- 


‘change railroad traffic to by-pass the 


central part of the region. 

To facilitate distribution and an 
elasticity of routing three inter-con- 
nected inner belts are proposed with- 


in the outer belt. One is in New Jer- | 


sey and two in New York City. 


Several belt lines are proposed to | 


connect the outer belt line and the 
vel tf Jersey and New York inner 


The plan includes, in addition, 
twenty-eight other. connections or 
waterfront lines, connecting with the 
belt line, to furnish rail facilities to 
existing and proposed industrial 
areas and to those areas which now 
possess shipping facilities. Some of 
these lines follow existing rights of 
way and others are along new routes. 


Steps to Carry Out Program. 
Following are the steps recom- 
mended by the report to bring the 
realization of the railway program! 


1. Electrification and complete elim- 
ination of grade crossings on the 
west side tracks of. the New York 
Central Railroad in Manhattan, as 
contemplated under the negotia- 
tions of 1929 between the railroad 
company and the city. 

2. Extension of the electrification of 
all other main railroad approaches 
to the city. 


3. Adoption of the regional railroad 
plan by the public authorities and 
the railroad. corporations. 


‘4, The development of more com- 


plete connections between New 
Jersey and the Brooklyn section of 
the city, including adequate pro- 
vision for the crossing of the 
Narrows. 


5. Gradual development of the inner 


‘and outer belt line system, including 


the provision for a series of unified 


‘terminals and subterminals for the 
| interchange and general accommo- 


dation of suburban trunk line traffic. 

The complete system in view, 
scheduled under the plan for the 
year 1965, was outlined as follows:

transportation, Dr. George A. Soper, 
official delegate appointed by the} 
American Public Health Association | 
to attend the announcement of the 
plan, calls attention #0 the fact that 
no mention has been made of the 
comprehensive sanitary systems upon | 
which the vast and congested pop-| 


ulation of the future must depend | 
for its very existence. 
| 











“The attention given to transpor- 
tation,’? says Dr. Soper, ‘‘is doubt- 
less in accordance with a strong) 
public demand. I cannot, however, 
but express regret that nothing was 
said on the subject of sanitation or 
the public health. These questions 
may have been carefully studied by | 
the Regional Plan, but if so, it! 
would seem that they should have) 
been announced, in view of the fact | 
that the meeting was intended to} 
focus public attention upon the es-| 
sentials of a comprehensive scheme | 
of development for the metropolitan | 
territory. 

“There were those present who 
would have been glad to know how} 
the Regional Plan proposed to pro- | 
vide for the sanitary systems with-| 
out which the 20,000, people who | 
are expected to occupy this region | 
by 1965 cannot exist. These sys- | 
tems will undoubtedly call for exten- | 
sive and well-coordinated engineer- | 
ing structures, whose general loca-| 
tion and design must be decided on} 
long in advance. I refer particularly 
to the water supplies, main drain- 
age and sewage disposal works which 
will be required. So far as I am 
aware, nobody outside of the Re-| 
gional Plan pretends to know how) 
water supplies adequate for a Pop- | 
ulation of 20,000, people in the) 
metropolitan district can be ob-| 
tained, or what is to be done with 
the offensive and dangerous off- 
scourings of this vast population. 

“To those whose profession re- 
quires them to face the really vital 
problems of municipal development, 
such congested conditions as are 
certain to occur in New York City 
and vicinity in the future arouse no 
little concern. Beside them such 
questions as tunnels, bridges, high- 
ways and railroads appear to be of 
secondary importance.”’ 


SAYS REPUBLICANISM 
HAD ITS BIRTH HERE 


Professor Commons Tells Ripon | 
(Wis.) Audience Party Was Born 
| on New York Sidewalks. 








RIPON, Wis., May 30 (®).—The 
sidewalks of New York were declared 
| today to be the real birthplace of 
the Republican Party by Professor 
| John R. Commons of the University 
| of Wisconsin. 
| Although the diamond jubilee of the 
| Republican Party is to be held here 
| June 8, Ripon being selected as the 
| place where the party took form, 
| Professor Commons said that it was 
|on New York street corners in 1845 
that the cry for ‘‘a full dinner pail’ 
first went up. Alvan Earle Bovay, 
founder of the party, began early 
that year to mobilize workingmen in 
New York and to draft a platform 
calling for free ‘land and the limita- 
tion of land ownership and home- 
stead exemption, the professor said. 

Horace Greeley had adopted a plat- 
form at that time, he declared, and 
even Tammany candidates -sup- 
ported it to catch the labor vote. 
They called themselves the Republi- 
can party and predicted that ‘‘there 
will be but two parties, the great Re- 
publican party of progress and the 
little Tory party of holdbacks.”’ 

It was from. this circumstarice, 
Professor Commons went on, that 
Bovay derived the name ‘‘Republi- 
can, which was given to his little 
group of Whigs, Free Soilers and 
Democrats at Ripon, March 20, 1854.”’

| She Left Property to Fiance, Who 


Shot Man She Aided to Flee 
From Devil’s Island.

PHILADSLPHIA, May 30.—Chi- 
cago May, reformed*.criminal, for 


| Many years notorious in this coun- 


try and in Europe, died at 7 o’clock 


| this morning in the -Philadelphia 


General Hospital, where she had been 
taken several weeks:ago to undergo 
an operation. Her death ended a 
romance that was to have culmi- 
nater in marriage had she lived. 

Her name was Mrs. May Churchill 
Sharpe, but to the police of this 
country and Europe her only name 
was Chicago May, once classified 
as the most expert blackmailer and 
forger of her sex. Fifteen years of 
her fifty-two years of life had been 
Passed behind prison.bars. 

She had planned to round out the 
years of her reformation with an- 
other reclaimed: crook, Robert. Con- 
sidine, known as Charlie Smith, 
member of an old Virginia family. 
They had been through adventures 
together in the days when the police 
were on their trail, had seen shoot- 
ings and escapes and had ‘‘done 
time’ for the same crimes. Con- 


sidine has spent more than twenty 
years behind prison bars. 


Was to Be Married in Hospital. 


Chicago May came to Philadel- 
phia to be operated upon and took 
& small apartment on Spruce Street, 
near Tenth. After she entered the 
hospital one of her first visitors was 
Considine, who had quarters on 
Spring Garden Street, near Broad. 
They met April 5 for the first time 
in twenty-two years. 

In the semi-privacy of the hospital 
ward they became engaged. Plans 
were made for a marriage agreement 
in the hospital, as May was unable 
to apply in person for a license, but 
when Considine went there Monday 
with Chicago May’s attorney, Henry 
John Nelson, she was already on the 
operating table. 

Nelson revealed that before going 
on the operating table for an ab- 
dominal disorder, Chicago May made 
a will, witnessed by two nurses, leav- 
ing all of her property to Considine. 
It is believed that her property con- 
sists mostly of royalties from a book 
she wrote on her life. 

Only a nurse was at her bedside 
when she died. Hospital authorities 
did not consider her death imminent 
and Considine and Nelson had not 
been summoned. . Considine learned 
of her death just before noon, when 
he called at Nelson’s office. He ap- 
peared stunned, and said: 

“I’m sorry we couldn’t have gone 


me 





through with the ceremony as she 
had planned. I have loved her for 
more than twenty years.” 


Typified the ‘‘Beautiful Criminal,”’ 


“Chicago May’’ epitomized the fic- 
tional thriller type of woman crim- 
inal, and ‘true to the pattern’ she re- 
formed and ‘‘went straight’ in the 
closing chapters. But it was the cal- 
culating vision of her self-interest 
which won her international noto- 
riety as a successful eriminal and the 
same astute reasoning which led her 
to capitalize that notoriety after her 
youth and beauty, her weapons 
against society, had faded. 

When the ‘‘baby-face’’ complexion 
was sallowed, when the tawny 
mound of hair became thinned and 
streaked and the bubbling ‘vitality 
gave way to the slackness of years, 
she turned to confession literature of 
her escapades during the Victorian 
period. She caught the crest when 
that type of romance became popular 
and recouped her finances by vicari- 
ous exploitation of her charms. ,In 
her account of her career, she inter- 
larded the events with homilies on 
the disappointments of crime, and 
the public bought the book freely. 

Little actually is known of her early 
life. Both Mary Vechs and Beatrice 
Desmond have been given as her 
maiden name. Some accounts have 
said that she was born in the slums 
of New York. .-Her own story was 
that she ran away from her family 
in England at the age of 15 
years and came to this country, 
stealing money from her .father to 
make the trip. Another account is 
she came from a respectable West 
Ireland family. 

At all events, she first beeame 
notorious in New York City. She 
launched herself from: a position in 
the chorus of ‘“‘The Belle of New 
York,’’ which was then beginning a 
success here. In a short time she 
became. well known in the free- 
spending, sporting crowd of the old 
Tenderloin district and associated 
with the well-known criminals of the 
day. 

She worked the badger game 
profitably, was an expert plekpocket 
and shoplifter, but learned that her 
talents could be utilized to better ad- 
vantage on higher game. Evidence 
of her success is contained in a clip- 
ping of a news item cabled from 
London in 1907, when she was sen- 
tenced to fifteen years in jail, which 
spoke of her as one ‘‘whose fascina- 
tions have made an Earl, a 
Knight, several astute barristers and 
a number of well-known Londoners 
easy victims of her blackmailing 
schemes.’’ 


Had Been Married Twice. 


She was married twice. One of 
her husbands was John Montgomery 
Sharpe, with whom she lived for a 
time in Chicago and who is reported 
to have committed suicide. The 
other was an Englishman, who dis- 
appeared. 

Before leaving New York she had 
enlisted her services in the Park- 
hurst reform movement and invited 
a police captain to her rooms to dis- 
cuss the amount she should pay for 
protection. That visit cost him his 
job; but her laugh over the police 
was brief. because that marked her 
for special attention, which they 
gave her until she left the city. 

She continued her fast pace in 
London, earned the title of the 
“Queen of the Blackmailers,’’ and 
then went to Paris in company with 
Edward Guerin. She took part in 
the now famous robbery of the 
American Express Company office, 
secreting herself inside at closing 





time and opening a rear door for 
her confederates, then going outside 
to serve as lookout. She carried the 
money, about $35,000; out of Paris 
secreted in the voluminous padding 
women wore at that time. Guerin 
was caught, and when she returned 
to Paris she too was arrested. 

Guerin was sent to the French 
penal colony at. Devil’s Island and 
she to prison. After her release she 
arranged mattters for his escape. 
With money obtained from ‘Pat’’ 
Sheedy, one-time millionaire Chicago 
gambler, she effected it by means 
of a chartered yacht and the bribery 
of officials. 


Guerin Threatened to Slash Her. 


Later, in London, she and Guerin 
quarreled; and it was his threat to 
ruin her beauty by slashing her face 
that brought about the shooting of 
Guerin by Robert Considine, or 
Charles Smith, the man whom she 
was planning to marry in Philadel- 
phia. Guerin, wounded, was caught | 
and sent back to Devil’s Island. 

Considine and May were arrested. | 
He was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, but later was released through 
the. good offices of Lady Astor, who 
had known his family in Virginia. 
She received a sentence of. fifteen 
years in prison, which she served 
except for time off for good behavior. 

Judge Vernon. M. Davis of the New 
York Supreme bench happened to be 
in England and was the guest of the 
judge who tried the case. He knew 
of her record in this country, and 
afterward expresssed appreciation of 
the celerity and orderliness of the 
British court procedure. 

Chicago May returned to America 
after her release from prison in Eng- | 
land, and for the past few years has, 
been capitalizing on her memoirs.

WIDE MURDER PLOTS 
SEEN IN MACON CASE 


Police Extend Inquiry 
Woman and Youth Held in 
Insurance Slaying.

ONE MAN HAS DISAPPEARED 








Mrs.‘ Powers Collected: in Part on 
His Insurance—Agent in. Case 
Mysteriously Killed. 





MACON, Ga., May 30 (®).—Authori- 
ties today sought to link Mrs. J. C. 
Powers, 65, with several ‘‘insurance 
plots’’ as they planned a speedy 
trial for her. and Earl Manchester, 
21, who was a roomer in her home, 
on charges of killing James Parks, 
25, a printer, for his insurance. 

Police Chief Watkins said the wo- 
man had used newspaper advertise- 
ments ‘‘offering willing young men 
a home and family companionship” 
as a lure. At least two young men 
besides Parks, who was found dead | 
Tuesday, answered, One, Hollis L. | 
Mullis, was sent to an insurance ex- 
aminer by Mrs. Powers on Feb. 4 
and was rejected for a twelve-thou- 
sand-dollar policy. 

T. S. Martin, a photographer’s as- 
sistant, said today he answered Mrs. 
Powers’s advertisement, and that she 
urged him to let her pay the pre- 
mium on a policy and become bene- 
ficiary. He did not return. 

Suspicion was directed toward Mrs. 
Powers in the Parks slaying when 
detectives found her ‘‘burning some- 
thing in a stove’’ while the tempera- 
ture outside was 84 degrees. The 
woman confessed orally before ten 
witnesses, but was hysterical and 
later repudiated her confession. 

Manchester told his story and 
signed it before a notary public. He 
said the woman offered him $1,000 
if and when she collected $14,000 in- 
surance on Parks’s life. She argued 
with him two weeks, Manchester 
said, telling him she had Parks in- 
sured and pointing out ‘‘how easy it 
would be.’’ 

Finally agreeing to the plan, the 
confession ran, Manchester tried for 
three days and finally succeeded in 
luring Parks to a lonely spot on the 
East Macon riverfront and shooting 
him twice in the head. Parks. went 
along thinking they were going to 
‘‘hi-jack’’ a liquor car, Manchester 
said. 

*‘Perfect Case,’’ Says Prosecutor. 


Solicitor General Garrett stated 
today that he had a perfect case. He 
called for a special grand jury Tues- 
day and urged an extra term of the 


June. 

Told of the ‘‘perfect case’’ against 
him and the Prosecutor’s plans, 
oe smiled ruefully in his 
cell. 

“We (Mrs. Powers and Manches- 
ter) thought we had planned a per- 
fect crime. In fact I felt so sure 
that after I had shot my roommate 
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(Parks) down by the river, I went 
to my room and slept soundly. Of 
course, I thought about getting out 
of town to escape\suspicion but the 
trouble was that I didn’t have any 
money. I killed. the man to get 
; pany I intended to wait until

rs. Powers’s attitude was entire- 
ly different. She was hysterical and 
told newspaper men she would not 
pose for a picture. 

‘‘Why are you interested in me or 

my picture?’’ she asked. ‘‘There is 
nothing ahead of me but death.”’ 


Other Cases Under Inquiry. 


The disappearance of one man on 
whose life she held an insurance 
policy, the subsequent death of the 
agent who issued the policy and the 
burning of two houses on which she 
collected insurance were the mys- 
teries which the authorities hoped to 
link with the slaying of Parks. 

Searching their records, officers 
then found the case of Claude P. | 
Burham, who disappeared after Mrs. | 
Powers had taken out a $5,000 policy | 
for him. The mysterious slaying of | 
E. F. Valentine, the agent who wrote | 
the policy, fohowed Burham’s disap- 
pearance. His death never was 
solved. Mrs. Powers continued pay- 
ments on Burham’s policy until 1927, 
when she cashed in the policy, re- 
cine only the amount she had 
paid. 

Insurance policies which the wo- 
man held on two houses which 
burned several years ago were paid, 
the police said.

Police Give Oxygen in F atile 
Effort, Then They Are Them- 


selves Treated to Prevent Disease 





When 5-year-old John Graham be- 
came seriously ill yesterday evening 
at the home of his father, Thomas 
Graham, 318 Ovington Avenue, 
Brooklyn, first an ambulance from 
the Harbor Hospital’ and then the 
police emergency squad from. the 
Grand Avenue station were dis- 
patched. The ‘emergency squad, six 
men under command of Sergeant 
Ulysses Boetig, arrived first.

DENIES THAT HOSPITAL | 
PLANS FRAME BUILDING 


Official of Kings Institation Says 
Temporary Dormitory Will | 
Be Fireproof.

The one-story temporary employes’ 
dormitory for Kings County Hospital, 
Clarkson Avenue, between Albany | 
and New York Avenues, will be fire- | 
proof, of either hollow tile or brick, 
‘ and will house no chronic patiénts, 
according to Dr. Claymore Magna, 
assistant superintendent of the hos- 
pital, who denied yesterday the an- 
nouncement by Leroy P. Ward, the 
hospital’s architect, on Wednesday 
that the building would be of frame 
and non-fireproof construction. 

Dr. Magna said the building would 
be used to house 200 male employes 
of the hospital, as the old dormitory, 
where they now: are quartered, had 
been condemned and would soon be 
demolished. Other buildings to be 
torn down include the tzgerald 
Building, now used for physicians’ 
rooms and‘ a lecture hall, and the 
‘women’s chronic ward, vacant since 
it was condemned a year ago. 

Dr. Magna insisted the ‘‘we couldn’t 
think of housing persons in such a 
building’? as Mr. Ward described. 
Dr. Magna also said that no patients 
in the men’s chronic division would 
be quartered in the temporary build- 
ing. The building will be used, he 
added, only until the new $8,000,000 
main structure for the hospital is 
ready for occupancy, in two or three 
years. ; 

Mr. Ward said on Wednesday that 
the hospital authorities intended to 
ask a a ermit to occupy the 
temporary building because of its 
non-fireproof, nature. The plans 
called for a structure to cost $100,000.

The suicide rate in 1928 was the 
highest on record since 1916, accord- 
ing to a report by Frederick L. Hoff- 
man, consulting statistician of the 
Prudential Insurance Company. The 
rate in 1916 for 100 cities was 18 per 
100,000, while for ninety-six cities the 
corresponding rate was 17.5 for 1928, 
acording to the report issued yester- 
day by The Spectator of 243 West 
Thirty-ninth Street. 

This rate, however, the report says, 

“has not yet reached the maximum 
figures prevailing in other years, par- 
ticularly in 1908, when it reached 
21.5. The tendency at the present 


time, the report says, is toward a 
higher rate in future. 


Finds Rise Hard to Understand. 


‘“‘The increase in rate is difficult to 
understand,”’ it is declared, ‘‘in view 
ef the generally favorable industrial 


and business conditions of the pres- 
ent period. But what is true of the 
country in general is not necessarily 
true of certain sections, or particu- 
lar elements of the population, which 
may be injuriously affected by indus- 
trial or financial depressions. 

“Tt is easy ‘to draw false conclu- 
sions from the prevailing prosperity,’ 
according to'Dr. Hoffman, ‘‘which 
after all may be much more ap- 
parent than real in countless indi- 
vidual cases in which the struggle 
for existence falls with crushing 
weight upon persons unable to cope 
blltg circumstances beyond their con- 
rol. 

“There are reasons for believing 
that in many respects present day 
life is thoroughly unwholesome in 
large sections of the population which 
find it difficult to maintain a stand- 
ard of life presupposing incessant 
anxiety and toil.’’ 


88 Cities Show Increase in Rate. 


Of 156 American cities studied, 
eighty-eight showed an increase in 
rate over 1927. The ten leading cities 


in the order of their importance as 
regards suicidal frequency, according 
to Dr. Hoffman’s report, are:

‘It is very difficult,’*” the report 
says, ‘‘to draw~definite conclusions 
from the data available as regards 
possible local causative factors. Re- 
gardless of an immense literature on 
suicide as yet no lucid explanation 
has been forthcoming.- There seems 
to be about as many causes of sui- 
cide or conditioning circumstances 
a there are cases of ,self-destruc- 

ion.”’ 


Rate Low in Ireland. 


The report shows that Jamaica and 
the Irish Free State have the lowest 
rate per 100,000 persons, the former 


with a rate of 1.5, and ‘the latter a 
rate of 2.7. ‘‘In these two countries, 
the frequency rate.is profoundly af- 
fected on the one hand by a pre- 
dominating negro population and on 
the other by the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion. Nearly all countries intensely: 
Catholic have a low suicide rate,’”’ 
the report reads. 

Austria has a rate of 21.2; Ger- 
many, 21.4; Switzerland, 22. 6, and 
Hungary, 23.8, and‘the report shows 
that the United States rate is 11.7. 
But those figures were for a five-: 
year period ending in 1924 or 1925. 
The ycar 1928 shows 5,561 suicides in 
ninety-seven American cities with a 
population of 31,718,715, or a death 
rate for every 100,000 persons of 
17.5, an increase in the past five | 
years. 

In 1914 the rate in this country for 
100 cities was 20.9, and it dropped 
to 12.3 in 1920, then an increase be- 
gan until the 1928 figure was 
reached, although the highest figure, 
21.5, was reached in 1908. 

“It is a most distressing and in- 
comprehensible aspect of our mod- 
ern civilization that the suicide prob- 
lem as a practical question should 
be almost entirely ignored,’’ the re- 
port goes on. ‘It is certainly no 
light a that the number of sui-- 
cides in e United States registra- 
tion Any in 1927 should reach the 
appalling allowance of 14,356.’’ 


Total for Country Put at 15,000. 


The report says that it is believed 
that 15,000 persons died by suicide 
in this country last year, and that 
possibly 35,000 or 40,000 persons at- 
tempted suicide. The report lays 
many cases of suicide to neurological 
patients in need of treatment; mod- 
ern publicity of suicide.facts in min- 
ute detail; portrayal of suicide in 
motion pictures; frantic’ efforts to 
live beyond one’s means;,. to main- 
tain disproportionate social and eco- 
nomic positions. 

According to the year’s report, an- 
other class of suicide victims ‘‘rep- 
resents the wrongly educated who 
are given to pessimistic or suggestive 
reading which is found in cheap 
magazines, and which unquestion- 
ably act as a strong stimular* 
ekg as a tendency to self-destruc- 
jion.’’

is available to house the prisoners. 
There are 590 men in the Tombs, 
which has a capacity of about 700. 
In the last six months the number of 
prisoners has ranged from 5,000 to 
5,600, while the largest previous to- | 
tals ran between 4,300 and 4,600.

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AGREEMENT AT PARIS. 


From the first, the great desid- 
eratum of the conference of experts 
at Paris was to fix the total debt 
which Germany is expected to pay, 
and also the number and size of the 
annuities through which she is to 
discharge it. Every frank and fair 
discussion of the matter made this 
‘an essential. Germany was en- 
titled to know the definite amount 
of her debt.

That was the 
main reason why the Dawes plan 
was felt to be only a temporary 
bridge over a very difficult and dan- 
gerous situation. It served its pur- 
pose well and has been highly use- 
ful. But all along the judicious felt 
that it would some time have to be 
replaced by another scheme. Upon 
this the experts have been working 
for more than three months with 
admirable patience and skill, and 
have now arrived at full agreement 
about the most important element 
in the problem. The German dele- 
gates accept the fixed scale of annui- 
ties proposed and the period of years 
over which payments are to run. 
The total debt which Germany is 
to assume, figured out at present 
value, amounts to something more 
than $8,000,000,000. This sum is 
about what the keenest financiers 
have estimated to be the outcome, 
and is a tremendous cut in the early 
and fantastic demands made upon 
Germany. 

While it is not so stated as yet, an 
undoubted part of the plan of the 
experts is to mobilize or commer- 
cialize as much as possible of this 
German debt at as early a date as 
proves feasible. The structure and 
aestticne ef a great international 
bank to devise and administer such 
@ system of payment through bond 
issues have been carefully worked 
out at Paris. They constitute, or 
will constitute in time, a vital fea- 
ture of the agreement. Of course, 
as it has frequently been pointed out 
from the beginning, the experts had 
no power to bind their governments 
to accept their decisions. But it is 
safe to say thatthe financial and 
moral pressure in favor of accep- 
tance will be too great to be resisted. 

For the present, the occasion calls 
only for general approval of this 
new step in international appease- 
ment, and for thanks to the able 
men who have so unselfishly devoted 
their time and energy to this great 
work for peace. It is only echoing 
@ universal judgment to attribute 
the success of the conference largely 
to the ability and persuasive reason- 
ing and unconquerable spirit of the 
chairman, Mr. OWEN YOUNG. 


EDISON AND HIS LAMP. 


Beginning today, the electrical in- 
dustry will conduct during four 
months a celebration which will be 
the greatest tribute ever paid to an 


inventor. It was on Oct. 21, fifty 
years ago, that THOMAS A. EDISON, 
after weeks of tireless, relentless ex- 
perimenting, during which he slept 
on a work-bench with a resistance 
box for a pillow, produced his first 
successful incandescent lamp with a 
filament of carbonized sewing cotton 
which was sealed in an exhausted 
giass bulb and which glowed tri- 
umphantly for forty hours. “ None 
‘ee us could go to bed,” EDISON said 








years later. “We just sat and 
“watched it with anxiety and grow- 
‘ing elation.” The foremost authori- 
ties of the day, among them such 
eminent physicists as PREECE and 
TYNDALL, had declared the “ subdivi- 
sion of the electric light” a will-o’- 
the-wisp. At once EDISON became 
the “ wizard” that he has ever since 
remained. Some conception of the 
enthusiasm that his achievement 
aroused may be formed when it is 
recalled that special trains carried 
3,000 people from New York ‘to 
Menlo Park, N. J., to see the first 
public demonstration, on Dec. 31, 
1879, of a method of illumination 
which was destined to have a pro- 
found effect on society. 

It was more than an electric lamp 
.that EDISON invented. To make his 
tilament generally useful—experi- 
ments with 6,000 materials had led 
him to substitute bamboo for cotton 
—he had to design virtually the en- 
tire central station apparatus as we 
know it: dynamos of a modified 
type to generate energy, a transmis- 
sion and distribution system, sockets 
for lamps and meters. He not only 
solved the theoretically .unsolvable 
but made the electric current the 
servant of man. Before his Pearl 
Street station, first of modern power 
houses, was completed New York’s 
largest source of electric energy was 
a battery of 2,000 cells installed 
by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company. 

EDISON has lived to see electricity 
transform cities, farms, homes and 
industry. Bold as was his prediction 
of the social and economic effects 
that would follow the introduction 
of the electric lamp, he probably 
never foresaw avenues transformed 
into luminous fairy lanes and crime 
thereby reduced, huge office build- 
ings becoming nocturnal honeycombs 
of light, cities converted into spec- 
tacles transcending anything that 
poets ever imagined, and artificial 
light made the cheapest of manu- 
factured commodities. Nor could he 
hgve foreseen that factories would 
become safer and that the produc- 
tivity of the worker would be in- 
creased. That first bulb of his 
proves to have been a veritable 
Aladdin’s lamp which the engineer 
has rubbed again and again to pro- 
duce new and ever more extraordi- 
nary social effects. With EDISON’s 
carbon filament the electrical age 
became a reality. 














TARIFFS AND EPITHETS. 


Senator BoRAH, in his well-known 
eagerness to support the President 
and the Republican party, declared 
after an interview with Mr. HOOVER 
that the tariff bill just triumphantly 
passed by the House is a -“‘ sham.” 
That is to say, it is a sham so far 
as concerns the farmer, and only 
for him does the heart of the Idaho 
Senator beat warmly. The path of 
duty marked out by Mr. BorRAH is 
for Congress to stick it out on the 
line of greatest heat all Summer, if 
necessary, and pass a bill relating 
solely to the tariff changes which 
the farmers desire. Anything like 
a “general revision” should be put 
off to next year or never. 

This Idaho oracle would stand a 
better chance of being understood, 
or followed, if explanations went 
along with it. Does Senator BoRAH 
mean that the higher duties on 
farm products were not made high 
enough? If that is the whole case, 
the remedy would be simple. In- 
stead of a customs rate of 25 cents 
@ bushel on corn, make it $2.37. 
One figure would be no more ridicu- 
lous than the other, and neither 
would have any effect in raising 
or lowering the price of corn. But 
it is common knowledge on the part 
of other spokesmen for the farmer, 
if not Senator BoRAH, that in addi- 
tion to higher duties on what the 
farmer has to sell he demands low- 
er duties on what he has to buy. 
Now, if they are to be provided by 
law, how can that general revision 
which Mr. BORAH deprecates be 
avoided ? 

To add insult to the farmer’s 
injury, articles of which he is a 
large user, and which were on the 
free list, have been made dutiable 
by the House bill—articles such as 
cement and lumber and shingles. 
If this is the sort of thing that Mr. 


BORAH has in mind, there will be 


many to agree with him in calling 
the tariff bill a sham. But it is not 
the first of its kind, and probably 
will not be the last. A tariff to 
“fool the farmer” has long been 
one of the essentials of the Ameri- 
can protective system. 


“THE FRENCH MESSAGE.” 


The American public, even the ed- 
ucated portion of it, is familiar with 
the faces of but few of those who 
have made France “the candle of 
Europe” through several centuries. 
Sir GILBERT PARKER makes one of his 
characters in “The Seats of the 
Mighty” (one whom he created with 
VOLTAIRE in mind) say that though 
certain others may “flaunt the ex- 
tinguisher” that light will not be 
put out; rather will their hands be 
raised to prevent its blowing out. 


This prophecy had its fulfillment 


during the war when a group of one 


hundred Americans, including the 
foremost men in every field of sci- 
ence and learning, sponsored: the 
publication of a volume to put k>- 
fore the American public the contri- 
butions of France to scientific knowl- 
edge and “to show her status in the 


forefront of the world’s progress.” 


Incidentally, it was designed to fur- 
nish to American students informa- 
tion relative to graduate work in 
France. This impressive compendium 


is a vade-mecum of French scholar- 
ship, and if it is still to be had 
should accompany the hundred 
French portraits that are to go 
to each of fourteen American 
universities. 

Before the war American students 
went in great numbers to German 
universities. The ‘“‘Ph. D.” became 
the badge of scholarship, however 
narrow its scope or commonplace its 
content. The French and English 
universities offered no such prize. 
Moreover, as CHARLES W. ELIOT said 
in the introduction to the volume 
referred to, American students 
thinking to take advanced studies 
in Europe “ have often in times past 
“supposed the French to be an in- 
“constant, pleasure-loving, mate- 
“rialistic people.” The experience 
of the Great War, however, revealed 
them to American eyes as a heroic 
people, “constant to great political 
“and racial ideals, a people intelli- 
“gent, fervid, dutiful and devoted to 
“family, home and country.” Their 
spirit has proved to be one of the bul- 
warks and resources of civilization. 

The proffer of the portraits of 
those highest in the esteem and de- 
votion of the French people: gives 
fresh illustration of President 
ELioT’s further statement that the 
French people under all forms of 
government, whether monarchical, 
imperial or republican, have always 
shown ‘cordial appreciation of in- 
tellectual achievements.” They place 
high among their national heroes 
their great scholars, writers, artists 
and scientists. This is the import 
of the “message” which is sent to 
the universities of America from the 
country which has produced a large 
number of the greatest masters in 
all fields of thought—has “kept 
“abreast of all intellectual progress 
‘“‘in Europe and often led the way.” 
Its candle is still alight. 











BRIDGE AND PORT. 


In considering the application of 
the North River Bridge Company, 
Secretary GooD had to pass only on 
the question whether the proposed 
bridge at Fifty-seventh Street would 
unduly interfere with navigation. 
Whether it could be accommodated 
to existing and proposed terminal 
and traffic facilities was not for him 
directly at issue. General JADWIN 
and his chief were more concerned 
with the interest of the country as 
a whole in an unfettered port. They 
decided that a bridge with a clear- 
ance of only 175 feet would shut off 
vessels with high masts from access 
to the waterfront to the north. At 
first blush it might seem that a few 
feet of mast more or less were not 
of such critical importance. But the 
army engineers thought it best to 
play safe, pointing out that even the 
200-foot clearance which they are 
willing to approve would bar the 
passage of giant liners like the 
Majestic, the Leviathan and the 
Berengaria. 

“It would be unwise,” General 
JADWIN thinks, “to encourage the 
“development of freight terminals 
“on the east side of the Hudson 
“River to handle freight bound for 
“the interior of the country which 
“must be gotten to the mainland by 
“railroads or trucks crossing the 
“river on bridges which would in- 
“terfere unreasonably with naviga- 
“tion.” The War Department engi- 
necrs regard the Manhattan water- 
*front as the natural berth for pas- 
senger ships, and believe that freight 
intended for interior points will 
gravitate toward the New Jersey 
side. It would be interesting to have 
the Port Authority’s comment on 
that obiter. General JADWIN also 
declares that if a bridge is ever built 
at Fifty-seventh Street it must be 
with the understanding that “this 
“is the extreme downstream locus 
“for a bridge across the North 
“River.” Presumably that dooms 
the plan for a bridge over the Nar- 
rows, although the backers of that 
project promise an under-clearance 
of 235 feet above high water, “a 
“height sufficient to clear the top- 
“masts of the highest vessels on 
“ record.” 











REGIONAL PLANS FOR AVIATION 


Air transportation tn the Regional 
Plan is discussed with foresight and 
restraint. 
and approaches are dealt with, but 
to do justice to them an under- 
standing of the operation of aircraft 
is necessary. It is stated that 
“landing fields and airports have to 
“be so situated and so planned as 
“to secure the safest approaches 
“from the air as well as the most 
“efficient service on the groun 
Certain airports, projected in haste, 
make it unsafe either to rise or 
land, because of trees and buildings 
beyond the boundaries. Others are 
so small that the handling of planes 
on the ground is difficult. In the 
case of New York there is lack of 
available open spaces near the cen- 
tre of population and the business 
district. The advantages of flying 
will be lost if airports in the metro- 
politan district are not placed at the 


or personal profit must have noth- 
ing to do with selecting sites. Nor 
will it really matter that they are 
outside the limits of the greater city, 
if that is the way to give it the 
best service. 1 

“Probably no metropolitan area 
in the world,” says the Regional 
Plan, “will need in the future the 
“equipment that the New York 
“region will need ‘in the matter of 
“airports.” The territory covered 
by the Regional Plan extends from 
below Asbury Park to. Bridgeport, 
Conn., as far west as Lake Hopat-

cong, up the Hudson to Croton Point 
and beyond, and from Farmingdale, 
L. I., to Greenwood Lake. In this 
great district there must be air- 
ports to accommodate New York 
City and southern Westchester, Jer- 
sey City, Newark and Paterson, west- 
ern Long Island, the northern. shore 
of Long Island Sound, and north New 
Jersey. “The New York region,” 
Says the Regional Plan, ‘“‘has one- 
“tenth of the population of. the 
“ United States.” There are at pres- 
ent 700 municipal and conimercial 
airports in the country. One-twen- 
tieth, or thirty-five landing places, 
are thought to be sufficient for the 
New York region at present. Here 
are some practical requirements: 

Planes normally head into the 
wind when landing, so that the 
field should be oriented Iecngth- 
wise along the prevailing wind 
direction. Locations having a mini- 
mum amount of fog and smoke are 
most desirable. Landing fields 
should never be placed where the 
prevailing wind blows from areas 
producing a large amount of 
smoke. 

In the immediate metropolitan 
district it is imperative that these 
precautions be heeded. The pro- 
posals of the Regional Plan recog- 
nize existing fields, those in the 
Garden City section, at Newark, 
New Dorp, Hasbrouck Heights and 
Hadley Field, for instance, as indis- 
pensable. The Secaucus promotion 
is endorsed, as being “near to the 
centre of the metropolitan district.” 








KINGS IN THE GORGEOUS EAST. 


To his store of Occidental wis- 
dom, purchased at heavy cost, AMA- 
NULLAH of Afghanistan will now 
have added the maxim: “ They never 
come back.” He is permanently a 
fugitive from his country after a 
gallant but vain attempt to wrest 
his crown out of the calloused hands 
of the former waterboy who now 
rules in Herat. In the case of AMA- 
NULLAH and his consort SOURIYA the 
appeal of Western civilization seems 
to have been so strong that perhaps 
the pangs of lost power and exile 
will be mitigated by the amenities 
of Europe, whither they are now 
bound. There they will encounter 
other royalties on permanent leave. 
These later years have been hard on 
kings, though the former Afghan 
ruler has not fallen because he stoed 
in the way of progress. He is the 
rare example of a monarch ahead 
of his times. Perhaps he illustrates 
the futility of trying to change 
mountain habits. Our Western tra- 
dition that the hills are the ultimate 
citadels of freedom can probably be 
resolved into the more prosaic ex- 
planation that mountaincers like to 
be left alone. WILLIAM TELL and 
ARNOLD VON WINKELRIED and AN- 
DREAS HOFER were “set” in their 
ways. 

The East has been no exception to 
the contemporary decline and fall of 
kings. In fact, the mortality among 
Oriental dynasties has been rela- 
tively higher than in Europe in the 
last twenty years. That period has 
witnessed the fall of the Manchus in 
China, the fall of the Kajar dynasty 
in Persia, the collapse of the Turk- 
ish sultanate and the fall of the post- 
war kingdom of Hedjaz before the 
Wahabi armies. Of independent 
Asiatic thrones only the immemorial 
royal house of Japan stands firm. 
For an Oriental ruler the best 
chances of survival. would seem to 
be today in the protection of a Euro- 
pean power. A shadowy king or 
two live out their peaceful days un- 
der French guidance in Indo-China, 
and it is generally recognized that 
but for British rule in India the 
rajahs and maharajahs would find 
existence much more complicated. 

The truth is that the unchanging 
East has never been immobile in 
respect to thrones and dynasties. 
Few Oriental royal houses will com- 
pare for duration with a house of 
Hapsburg, of Bourbon, or of Hano- 
ver-Windsor. The East has prac- 
ticed a rough form of rotation in 
office by way of palace revolutions, 
assassinations, foreign conquests. 
For a continent that is only now 
starting in on the A B C of democ- 
racy it has produced numerous ex- 
amples of waterboys and stableboys 
who have made themselves kings. 


A RUSSIAN THELEMITE. 

In a. weak moment we said: 
“When we've read every word in 
“the annual report of the Depart- 
“ment of Interior for the fiscal 
“year 1928, we’re going to take up 
“‘some new philosophic system.” 
Little did we think that in next 
week’s The New Republic an article 
signed by CARL ZIGROSSER would 
make us yearn for Fontainebleau. 
“Many Americans,” we are told, 
“have become familiar” with the 
philosophy of M. GURDJIEFF “ through 
the work of Mr. A. R. ORA 
This is the Yorkshire-Irish journal- 
ist who has discoursed on “ The 
Dionysian Spirit of the Age.” The 
only GURDJIEFF we have hunted 
down is GREGORY STEPANOVICH, au- 
thor of a book in Russian on “ The 
Ricardian Rent Theory.” This can 
hardly be the mysterious or mysti- 
fying thinker described and discoy- 
ered or invented by M. ZIGROSSER. | 

At times the philosopher ‘sits 
cross-legged “in his Turkish bath 
“and wrapped in an enormous

publican visitor first meets him:

As the antepast of the 
meal, you get “potato and other 
“mixed salads, smoked fish, onion 
“tops and other herbs, eaten by 
“hand, such as mint, fennel, parsley, 
“terragon and other exotic herbs.” 
Soup, Russian meat cakes, rhubarb 
compote and the Lord knows what 
follow. Sometimes a whole sheep’s 
head is served as a delicacy. All 
this is a prelude to the Dionysian 
spirit, Vieux Marc or Armagnac. 
The ritual is seven rounds, each 
with a toast. At each toast each 
brother drains his glass. No heel- 
taps are permissible. The proces- 
sional order is this:

| THE LABOR CONFERENCE. 


What It Hopes to Do to the 
American Federation. 
To the Editor of The New Yo~k Timcs?: 

In your editorial of Tuesday, May 
28, entitled ‘‘More Red Blood for La- 
bor,’’ you mention my name in con- 
nection with the Conference for Pro- 
gressive Labor Action. Perhaps you 
will therefore be good enough to per- 
mit me to comment briefly on your 
editorial. 

You are emphatically right in de- 
claring that the Confcrence for Pro- 
gressive Labor Action is not Com- 
munist. You are also right in point- 
ing out that in certain matters, as, 
for example, the formation of a labor 
party, the conference demands what 
the officers of the A. F. of L. have 
no intention of doing. That is, there 
is a difference in policy between the 
conference and the Executive Council 
of the A. F. of L. 

That, however, is only part of the 
story. The point that some of us are 
most. eager to make is that the A. F. 
of L. under its present leadership 
and with its present policy is not 
even doing efficiently the things that 
it avowedly intends to do. Under 
Matthew Woll’s leadership the A. F. 
of L. is sabotaging the old age pen- 
sions movement to which under Sam- 
uel Gompers it was firmly commit- 
ted. Under Jolin Lewis’s leadership 
the mining situation andthe last 
strike were grossly mishandled. Un- 
der what Professor Selig Perlman, 
the brilliant defender of the A. F. 
of L. policy, is compelled to recog- 
nize as ‘‘a curious combination of 
defeatism and complacency” the or- 
ganizing campaign of the A. F. of L. 
unions comes to nothing at all and 
year by year they lose in strength. 

It was heartbreaking to observe 
the unreadiness of the A. F. of L. 
properly to take advantage of the 
favorable situation presented to it in 
Elizabethton and other strike cen- 
tres. For one reason or another the 
organization has no proper ma- 
chinery to aid weaker unions in un- 
organized territory in the efficient 
handling of relief, publicity or strike 
strategy, and is compclled to rely 
largely on the more or less acciden- 
tal help of individuals. The A.. F. 
of L. has too many organizers whu 
don’t really want to organize. I shall 
néver forget the gentleman who con 
cluded a perfunctory address which 
I had goaded him into delivering to 
an audience of immigrant workers 
driven into a spontaneous strike by 
unbearable conditions. ‘‘Well,’’ said 
he, turning to me, ‘‘that’s over. My 
wife always says she can tell whick 
one of the fifty-seven varieties. of 
; wops I have been talking to by the 
smell of my clothes when I come 
home.”’ 

To fight against this sort of thing 
is something more than merely to 
fight for a labor party program. The 
point of our conference is not only 
that the present A. F. of L. policy is 
inadequate to our times, but that its 
leadership is not living up to its own 
professions. 

Nevertheless—and this I cannot 
make too plain—you are mistaken in 
thinking that our conference desires 
to become in any sense ‘a substitute 
for the A. F. of L.”” We have too 


high a regard for the value of things 
already done and machinery already 
existing to propose a to scrap 
it. We do not aspire to be a trade 
union or a_ federation of trade 
unions. We know the harm of dual 
unionism. What we intend to do 
is by fair and democratic means to 
breathe new life, vigor and purpose 
into the A. F. of L. “And this we de- 
sire to do because of our profound 
faith in the fundamental character 
and immense services of organized 
labor in our modern world.

KNOWLEDGE IN E IN EXPERIENCE. 


Minkers of Niegidst nh" wavs Could Profit 
by Consulting Blackstone. 
Vo the Cditor of The wew York Times: 

The most famous commentator on 
English law, Sir William Blackstone, 
wrote 170 years ago: 

“Yet, though in this instance we 
may glory in the wisdom of the Eng- 
lish law, we shall find it more diffi- 
cult to justify the frequency of capi- 
ial punishment to be found therein, 
inflicted (perhaps inattentively) by a 
multitude of successive independent 
statutes upon crimes very different 
in their natures. It is a melancholy 
truth that among the variety of ac- 
tions which men are daily liable to 
commit, no less than 160 have been 
declared by act of Parliament to be 
felonies without benefit of clergy, or, 
in other words, to be worthy of in- 
stant death. 

“So dreadful a list, instead of di- 
minishing, increases the number of 
offenders. The injured, through com- 
passion, will often forbear to prose- 
cute; juries, through compassion, 
will sometimes forget their oaths 
and either acquit the guilty or 
mitigate the nature of the offense, 
and judges, through compassion, will 
réspite one-half of the convicts, and 
recommend them to the royal mercy. 
Among so many chances of escap- 
ing, the needy and hardened offender 
overlooks the multitude that suffer; 
hé boldly engages in some desperate 
attempt to relieve his wants or sup- 
ply his vices, and if, unexpectedly, 
the hand of justice overtakes him, 
he deems himself peculiarly unfor- 
tunate in falling at last a sacrifice 
to those laws which long impunity 
has taught him to contemn.”’ 

The hesitation about enforcing the 
Jones act and the difficulties which 
attempts at such enforcement have 
already developed are merely mod- 
ern illustrations of a principle known 
for generations. Another instance 
was the recent attempt to impose 
excessive penalties for what, in this 
neighborhood at least, is not re- 
garded as a serious crime, by seek- 
ing to convict of conspiracy those 


who were accused of participation in 
the sale of liquor, instead of trying 
them on a misdemeanor . charge. 
Juries which would convict on the 
lesser charge a refused 
convict of a felony. 

It is unfortunate that our legisla- 
tors, and sometimes even the law 
department of the government, neg- 
lect or refuse to consider past expe- 
rience in the enactment and enforce- 
ment of criminal laws.

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THE LIMITATION OF LAW. 


Why Obedienge and Respect for 


Law. Cannot Always Be Had, 
To.the Editor of The New York Times: 

Néthing in history stands out more 
clearly than the refusal of English 
and American people to bow down to 
the recurring demand by constituted 
authority that.the people must re- 
spect all law without limitations of 
any kind. Evéma cursory reading of 
the history of the English and Amer- 
ican peoples shows that often they 
have rejected doctrine of the au- 
tocrat, that there is no limitation to 
the duty of obedience to any and 
every law and have insisted on the 
great truth that law has its limita- 
tions. 

A recent public statement of that 
truth was made in August, 1922, be- 
fore the American Bar Association, 
The speaker had chosen as the title 
of his address ‘“‘The Limitation of 
Law.’’ He was not only a member 
of the bar, but he was the immediate 
predecessor of Mr. Hoover in the of- 
fice of President of the United 
States. With characteristic terseness, 
Mr. Coolidge summed up the plain 
historic truth. ‘Ir a republic,”’ he 
said, ‘‘law reflects rather than cre- 
ates the standard of conduct. To 
dragoon the body when the need is 
to convince the soul will end only in 
revolt.”’ 

In the words of the Lord Chicf Jus- 
tice of England, the late Lord Rus- 
sell of Killowen, we find a strong 
confirmation of the warning uttered 
by President Coolidge: ‘‘You may 
dam up the waters of agitation, but 
if their source remains you are ‘but 
preparing in the future for a great 
disaster.’’ 

Mr. Hoover in his inaugural mes- 
sage asserted the duty of obedience 
to each and every law. But the 
people of this country have shown 
on more than one occasion that they 
do not share this view. 

The fugitive slave law of 1850 made 
every man in Massachusetts liable to 
official summons in aid of the return 
of escaped slaves. (Emerson’s Diary, 
May 3, 1851.) The law embodied the 
very words of Article 4, Section 2, 
of the Constitution. 

In 1852 ‘“‘enforcement meetings”’ 
were held as they are today. The 
platform of each party had a law 
enforcement plank. In almost the 
very words of our President of todey 
Webster said: ‘‘No man has a right 
to set up, or to affect to set up, his 
own conscience as above the law." 
President Fillmore called ‘‘on all 
well-disposed citizens to rally to the 
support of the laws of this country."’ 
Webster’s words were too much for 
Emerson, who in September, 1850, 
said: ‘‘This is a law that every one 
of you will break on the earliest oc- 
casion.”’ 

When our Supreme Court sustains 
the government’s practice of ‘‘tap 
ping’? private wires as a basis of 
criminal prosecutions and does 80 by 
a vote of five to four, we are not 
surprised that the oldest member of 
the court said: ‘I think it a less evil 
that some criminals should. escape 
than that the government should 
play an ignoble part.’’ 

Within a few days the daily press 
has carried accounts of attempts by 
prohibition agents to hire undergrad- 
uates in Harvard and Brown Univer- 
sities as spies to ‘‘snoop’’ on their 
brother students and betray them to 
the government for pay. 

Speaking in 1791 on Mr. Fox’s libel 
bill, Erskine, England’s greatest ad- 
vocate, said: ‘‘I consider the jury as 
the Commons House of the judicial 
system—the balance for the people 
against the prerogatives which it is 
necessary to trust with the Crown 
and its magistrates, but which will 
often, when unbalanced, degenerate 
into oppression.’’ It was to the ‘‘trial 
by the country,’’ or as we say ‘‘by 
jury,’’ that Erskine looked to pre- 
serve the security of popular free- 
dom. So today juries are refusing to 
convict for alleged conspiracies and 
alleged violations of the Jones act, 
even though the evidence be clear 
and the charge of the court amount 
to a direction for a verdict of guilty. 

Judge Crane of the New York 
Court of Appeals in a public address 
said recently: ‘‘The jury is the last 
vestige of pure democracy that re- 
mains.’’ No matter what the Presi- 
dent’s commissions may report, no 
matter what Presidents may say, the 
American people will continue to re- 
fuse to respect law which is not re- 
spectable, and juries will refuse to 
convict in cases in which the gov- 
ernment stoops to ignoble methods. 

May it not be that exccutive at- 
tempts to enforce a law which does 
not ‘‘reflect the standard of conduct’’ 
in the Republic will result inevitably 
in ‘‘grave abuses’? May it not be 
true that when Calvin Coolidge in 
August, 1922, chose ‘‘The Limitation 
of Law’’ as his subject for his ad- 
dress to the American Bar Associa- 
tion he saw, with unerring vision, 
that those were the very things that 
always “‘result only in revolt’’?

Cost of Non-Institutional Care 
Is Comparatively Small, 
Welfare Council Finds. . 








GOVERNOR TO GET REPORT 





Social Agencies Here Are Spending 
$378,000 a Year in Helping 
3,350, It Is Estimated. 





The problem in New York City of 
the care of dependent aged persons 
other than those in institutions is to 
be one of the first matters called to 
the attention of Governor Roosevelt’s 
commission, to be appointed soon to 
study the entire question of old age 
dependency, William Hodson, execu- 
tive director of the Welfare Council, 
announced yesterday. 

A copy of the report of the coun- 
cil’s Research Bureau is being sent 
today to the Governor. The Gover- 
nor’s address before the Welfare 
Council, just previous to his depar- 
ture for the South, dealt chiefly with 
this subject. 

The report shows a wide difference 
in the proportions of married or wid- 
owed men and women among aged 
dependents in the city. In a study 
of 1,795 such persons it was learned 
that only 15 per cent,of the men 
were widowers, but 54 per cent of 
the women were widows, and that 
while 67 per cent of. the.aged men 
receiving support from private agen-

of the dependent aged women were 
married. 


Problem Not One of Foreign Born. 


Contrary to popular impression, 
accerding to the report, the problem 
of old age dependency is not pri- 
marily one of the foreign-born popu- 
lation, but one that just as often 
affects native-born persons. The re- 
port also showed that while house- 
wives and general laborers predomi- 
nate among those who must seek as- 
sistance of social agencies in old age, 
there also is a. considerable propor- 
tion of professional men and women, 
business men and women, artisans 
and skilled factory workers. 

The report showed that although 
half of the 1,795 persons whose cases 
were studied are 70 years old or 
more, nearly all those physically able 
are eager to work and many are em- 
ployed on part time and for very 
small wages. 

As a result of the inquiry it is est1- 
mated that 3,350 aged men and wo- 
men are receiving financial aid froni 
private social agencies, which are 
spending about $378,000 for such re- 
lief. . Thes- expenditures are largely 
temporary, given to the aged persons 
awaiting admission to institutions, or 
supplementary to those receiving aid 
from other sources. 


Few Aided in Brooklyn and Queens. 


The record of aid to aged persons 
in Brooklyn and Queens shows only 
10 per cent of the totals, both in 
number of persons aided and in 
amounts spent. A total of $35,000 
was spent on relief for fifty persons 
living in their own homes in these 
two boroughs during the year of the 
survey. Of this sum, $23,000 was 
spent by private agencies in relief 
for 260 men and women, and $12,000 
by the churches in aiding 90 persons. 

Why these two boroughs, the report 
says, with almost half the population 
of New York City, should show only 
one-tenth of the total relief to aged 
dependents outside of institutions is 
not apparent. 

Fifty agencies and churches gave 
aid to the 1,795, 552 of whom were 
men and 1,243 women. There were 
63 colored and 1,732 white persons. 
A total of 316 were aided by Jewish 
agencies. There were 645 native 
born Americans and 1,077 from for- 
ei countries. The study showed 
210 Germans, exclusive of those aided 
by Jewish agencies; 163 Irish, 159 
Russian Jewish, 147 Italians, Eng- 
lish, Scotch and Welsh 88, 
“‘Compared with New York’s outlay 
for the institutional care of the aged, 
the outlay: for those aided’ outside is 
very small,’’ the report says. ‘‘Yet 


it taxes the resources of the many 


private organizations and churches 
called upon to help. The pertinent 
questions are raised whether in addi- 
tion to the care provided in institu- 
tions, more money is not needed for 
the non-institutional care of aged de- 
pendents and whether serious consid- 
eration should not be given to deter- 
mining from what sources the addi- 
tional funds should be obtained.”’ 


HYLAN SEES BUNGLING

Declares Administration Rescinded 


Appropriation for Two at the 
“Behest of Food Profiteers.’ 





Former Mayor John F. Hylan 
charged the Walker administration 
with bungling the food distribution 
problem in the city in another radio 
address in his series over Station 
WGBS last night. He asserted that 
the municipal market plan inaugu- 
rated in his own administration was 
sensible and practical and if carried 
into effect would cut the cost of liv- 
ing. . 

‘“‘Because of poor and inadequate 
market facilities,’ he said, ‘‘many 
sharp and dishonest practices have 
sprung up. The city owns:the Wash- 


ur. | ington and Wallabout markets. The 


city does not want to make a profit 
out of the necessities of the people. 


Therefore the city rents the facili- 
ties of these markets to food dealers 
at very moderate prices with the un- 
derstanding that food is to be--sold 
at reasonable -prices.-:The theory is 
commendable, but in practice it does 
not work out satisfactorily. Friends 
of grafting politicians who stand in 
with the administration secure these 
leases at reasonable rentals from the 
city through the medium of dummies 
and then sublet them ‘to others at an 
enormous profit.’’ 

Food profiteering through the cur- 
rent: marketing system, he said, was 
widely prevalent, and he asserted 
that. often large amounts of food- 
stuffs were destroyed to keep prices 
up. He said control of the milk sup- 
ply of the city was for the most part 
in the hands of a ‘‘trust,’’ and the 
cost of milk could be reduced if ‘‘the 
grip of the trust was broken.’”’ 

“The remedy for many .of these 
food evils,’ he said, ‘‘is simple and 
effective. We need additional food 
terminal markets. During my ad- 
ministration three great markets 
were planned, one in the Bronx, one 
in Manhattan and one in Brooklyn. 
When I retired from office the pres- 
ent city administration rescinded the 
appropriation of $15,000,000 for th» 
Manhattan and Brooklyn terminal! 
markets at the behest of the food 
profiteers.”’ 

The Bronx Market, he said, was 
now practically completed, but he as- 


tion had shown an ignorance of the 
proper way to use it.

Publishers Declare Question of Cen- 
sorship by Wholesale Buyers

The sensational German war book 
**All Quiet on the Western Front” 
will be issued for American perusal 
today, minus some of its stalwart 
Words and starkly realistic episodes. 
Some of the deletions were made at 
the “suggestion’’ of several of the 
judges of the Book-of-the-Month 
Club. 

“This was disclosed yesterday in 
Boston by an official of Little, Brown 
& Co., publishers of the revised 
American edition, who said they had 
expurgated some phrases that ap- 
peared in the robust British printing 
and had accepted further cuts on the 
judges’ ‘‘suggestions.”’ 

ssucry Scherman, vice president of 
the Book-of-the-Month Club, which 
serves 100,000 subscribers monthly, 
denied that the club had censored 
the book. He also denied that choice 
of the book as the club’s June book 
had been made contingent upon the 
suggested changes. 

William Allen White, Kansas edi- 
tor and one of the judges, had ad- 
vanced the thought, said Mr. Scher- 
man, that some of the words. em- 
ployed: by Erich Maria Remarque, 
German private who wrote the book, 
were distinctly too Elizabethan, too 
much on the old free and easy Anglo- 
Saxon order. Mr. White, the club 
official added, suggested the use of 


tin equivalents for the offending 
words or phrases. 


Book Club Choice Unanimous. 


Mr. Scherman declared emphati- 
cally that neither Mr. White nor any 
others of the judges, including Henry 
Seidel Canby, the chairman, had ‘‘in- 


sisted’’ on the changes. He said the 
izes had picked ‘‘All Quiet on the 

estern Front’’ unanimously as the 
June choice and that the suggested 
changes had been put up to the pub- 
lighers for them to take or leave, as 
discretion dictated. The other judges 
of the Book-of-the-Month Club are 
Heywood Broun, Christopher Morley 
and Miss Dorothy Canfield. 

In Boston Herbert F. Jenkins, vice 
president of Little, Brown & Co., 
said the book had not been damaged 
by the changes. He said he had vis- 
ited this city for a conference with 
club officers when he heard of the 
suggestions. A precedent for the de- 
letions had been offered to him in 
the case of Joan Lowell’s ‘‘Cradle of 
the Deep,’’? another book chosen by 
the club. A too-robust episode in that 
book had been taken out by the pub- 
lishers at the club’s suggestion. 

The German book has caused a 
greater literary stir abroad than has 
any book published in years, accord- 
ing to ‘competent observers. Its 

hraseology is unvarnished and 

lunt, and it is utterly realistic. 
Every phase of a soldier’s life in the 
World War has been set down by 
Herr Remarque, whose ancestors 
were French. 


600,000 Copies Sold in Germany. 


The book has sold 600,000 copies in 
Germany and, published in England 
in March, is now in its tenth print- 
ing. Herr Remarque, who enlisted 
in the German infantry when 18 
years old, is now 31, an invalid and 
almost a recluse in Berlin. He has 
announced that he will never write 
again. 

‘‘We were going to make certain 
changes, anyway,’ said Mr. Jenk- 
ins, ‘‘The English edition was put 
out by London publishers and we 
were attracted to the book by its 
enormous sales. But some of the 
words and sentences were too robust 
for our American edition. 

“The changes were made for two 
reasons. First, the book would be 
sent through the mails and we did 
not want to conflict with the Fed- 
eral laws. Second, inasmuch as it 
was being published in Boston, we 
did not want to conflict with the 
Massachusetts book laws, which 
have been widely discussed recently 
and which are exceedingly stringent. 

‘“‘We made the changes entirely on 
our own responsibility, and have 
done so in other cases. When we 
heard that the Book of the Month 
Club was going to take our book, 
we made a few additional changes at 
their ee hag oa The book was not 
damaged.

50 POLICEMEN IN PARK

Patrolmen Get Whistles to Warn

Sixty-nine persons had _ received 
summonses up to 8 o’clock last eve- 
ning for strolling across restricted 
lawns in Central Park and for dis- 
turbing shrubbery. A special force 
of fifty patrolmen was detailed to 
the park to enforce the regulations. 
Patrolman Morris Fishman. of the 
Arsenal Station gained the honor of 
issuing the largest number of sum- 
monses, twenty-one. All the sum- 
monses are returnable in Yorkville 
court Monday morning. 

As a prelude to ‘‘Example Day,”’ 
which will take place in the park 
on Sunday, new police regulations 
regarding summonses went into ef- 
fect yesterday. Each patrolman re- 
ceived a whistle and was ordered to 
sound a warning in most cases be- 
fore hailing a violator to court. 

It is planned to give no child un- 
der 16 years of age a summons ex- 
cept as a last resort. Patrolmen 
were ordered to warn them away 
fram restricted areas and keep them 
off, but to do so by some means 
other than summonses. 

In the case of women with children 
and youths of 16 to 21 years the 
orders were that natrolmen should 
first warn them of their offenses, 
then, if that failed, issue summonses. 
Men and women over 21 who are 
discovered in violations are to re- 
ceive summonses without warning. 
The police feel that they ‘‘are old 
enough to know better.”’

Follows Wife to Home. 
Fedele then followed his wife up- 
stairs and hammered on the locked 
door. When he got no response he 


smashed through the door and into 
the bedroom. His final shot missed 
the child and went through Mrs. 


Fedele’s body. 
Without a word to his son or to 


the aunt who cowered in a corner 


Fedele disappeared. The pistol was 


found in a rear yard across the 
street. 


The police questioned neighbors 


but could learn of no basis for 
Fedele’s jealousy.

FIND O’BRIEN DIED 
OF POISON BY ERROR 


Baseball Man Took Fatal Dose 
in Home From Bottle Bear- 
ing Wrong Label. 








BOUGHT EIGHT YEARS AGO 





Family Physician Smelis Bottle in 
Test and Almost Drinks 
Cyanide From It. 





Joseph D. O’Brien, formerly secre- 
tary of the American Baseball Asso- 
ciation and also of the New York 
Giants, who died on Wednesday in 
his home at 551 West 157th Street, 
swallowed accidentally a fatal dose 
of poison from a bottle labeled rhu- 
barb and soda, it was disclosed yes- 
terday after a chemical analysis had 
been made by Dr. Harry Schwartz 
and Dr. Emmanuel Marcus, assistant 
City toxicologists. 

Mr. O’Brien, whose death was re- 
corded by the medical examiner as 
being due to accidental cyanide poi- 
soning, awoke about 8 o’clock on 
Wednesday morning and complained 
to his wife that he had a headache 
and indigestion, according to the 
O’Brien family physician, Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Walsh, of 135 Hamilton 
Place. Dr. Walsh said Mrs. O’Brien 
advised her husband to take a dose 
of. rhubarb and soda, a bottle of 
which she said was in a medicine 
cabinet in the bathroom. In passing 
through the kitchen on the way to 
| the bathroom, Mr. O’Brien saw 4a 
| bottle with an old rhubarb and soda 
| label on it, picked it up and went 
| into the bathroom. 
| Half an hour later, when he had 
‘not emerged, Mrs. O’Brien discov- 
lered him lying seemingly unconscious 
;on the bathroom floor. She sum- 
|moned Dr. Walsh, who arrived short- 
ly before 9 A. M. Mr. O’Brien was 
dead. 


Poison in House Eight Years. 


Dr. Walsh said that eight years 
ago Mrs. O’Bricn had purchased 
some cyanide of potassium powder 
to use as an insecticide. She made 
the powders into a solution and 
poured this solution into the first 
empty bottle at hand—a bottle that 
had contained rhubarb and soda and 
still bore the label. This bottle and 


its contents stood unused at the bot- 
tom of a closet until Tuesday night. 
Seeing a mouse in the house on Tues- 
day night, Mrs. O’Brien brought out 
the poison solution, sprinkled some 
of it on pieces of bread, which she 
distributed about the house. She for- 
got to put the bottle away, and left 
it lying near the kitchen sink. It 
was from this bottle Mr. O’Brien 
swallowed a teaspoonful of the 
liquid, Dr. Walsh said. 

The physician related last night 
that the smell of rhubarb and soda 
was so strong in the poison bottle 
that he was about to take a tea- 
spoonful of it to prove to himself 
that the contents agreed with the 
label on the bottle. Suspecting that 
the bottle might contain poison in- 
stead, Dr. Walsh notified the Medical 
Examiner. 


Funeral to Be Today. 


At Bellevue Hospital yesterday, Dr. 
Marcus said an investigation re- 
vealed a quantity of cyanide poison 
in Mr. O’Brien’s body. 

Following the medical examina- 


tion by the authorities, the body was 
removed to the funeral parlors of 
John A. Wallace, 1,671 Amsterdam 
Avenue. Funeral services will be 
conducted at 10 A. M. today in the 
Church of St. Catherine of Genoa, 
506 West 153d Street near Amterdam 
Avenue, where the Rev. Bernard 
Clark will officiate at a requiem 
mass. Burial will be in St. Ray- 
monds’ Cemetery. 

Mr. O’Brien, who was an active 
official in professional baseball for 
more than twenty-five years, was 54 
years old and is survived by his 














widow and two children.

Old. and 
misfit materials, used in constructing 
the shaft, were directly responsible 
for the accident, he alleged. 
McPartlon said the parting of a 
welded joint in the steel shaft had 
been the immediate cause of the ac- 
cident. When this happened, he as- 
serted, the air lock, fastened on the 
top of the shaft, was blown high 
into the air. The gaping hole it left 
made of the shaft an open chimney, 
leading from the caisson ninety feet 
below the surface of the water, 
through which the compressed air 
rushed out. Deprived of its support- 
ing air cushion, the caisson col- 
lapsed, trapping the men between 
the falling chamber and the rising 
ooze. 


Six Investigations Begun. 
McPartlon’s union was conduct- 
ing an investigation yesterday, and 
five other investigations were begun. 
These were by the Jersey City police, 


by the New Jersey Labor Depart- 
ment, by the Hudson County. Prose- 
cutor’s office, by the State Highway 
Commission and by the Foundation 
Company. From most of these in- 
vestigations no information was 
forthcoming yesterday, pending the 
filing of formal reports. 

The total of those killed in the acci- 
dent was definitely fixed at six yes- 
terday after all bodies had been re- 
covered from the mud-filled~ caisson 
and all those who might have been 
working in the chamber had been 
accounted for. Eight were injured, 
including five who were rescued 
from the chamber, or escaped. by 
their own effort, and three who 
were hurled into the river from the 
top of the superstructure when the 
air lock blew off and shot high into 
the air. 

Five of the injured are at Jersey 
City Hospital, all expected to re- 
cover. The three others were able 
to leave the hospital after treatment 
Wednesday night. Two of the gang 
working in the chamber escaped un- 
hurt when the blast of air, spurting 
up the broken shaft, lifted them 





clear of the caisson.

Work to Recover Bodies. 


The last body was. recovered 
shortly after noon yesterday. After 
the accident the caisson, which is 
like a bottomless steel box, settled 


into the mud below and the mud 
oozed in under the bottom until the 
chamber was filled to the _ roof. 
Crews worked all night and well 
into yesterday morning to remove 
this mud, beginning at midnight, 
when the broken airlock was re- 
placed. At first they could only dig 
from the bottom of the three small 
shafts leading from the surface, but 
later the work speeded = when 
space was cleared in the chamber, 
permitting access to workers. 

The dead men were those furthest 
from the bottom of the broken shaft 
when the accident occurred.. Those 
close to the shaft were drawn di- 
rectly under it by the force of the 
air rushing out. But those near the 
edges of the chamber were im- 
prisoned in the ooze and_ finally 
overwhelmed by the rising mud. 

The six bodies were taken to 
Blacker’s Morgue in Jersey City. 

Police Inspector John Underwood 
and Mr. McPartlon were the only 
persons who could make any state- 
ment regarding their respective in- 
vestigations. State Labor Inspector 
John P. Diviny, who was at the 
scene all day, said that apparently 
the accident could not have occurred 
unless weakness or defect had con- 
tributed to it, but he explained that 
he had had no time to reach definite 
conclusions. 

Inspector Underwood announced 
that he peor ore, rere no arrests. He 
said that undoubtedly the joint which 
gave way would have been stronger 
if it. had been rivited instead .of 
welded, but apparently no one was 
to blame for this. He suggested that 
the bucket, by which the mud was 
hoisted from the caisson, had weak- 
ened the joint by striking against 
the projecting shoulder just above it. 

Union Official Indignant. 

Mr. McPartion was outspokenly in- 
dignant.

been of the same diameter, and 
there should have been no welded 
joints anywhere.’’ 

Mr. McPartlon pointed to the 
broken section of shaft, which lay 
on a ‘barge near the scene of the 
accident. He declared that it was 
obvious that it was at least fifteen 
years old, and should not:have been 
used at all. : 

That the weakness of the welded 
joint between shaft and reducer de- 
veloped slowly was indicated yester- 
day by John Mulcahey, one of the 
two who escaped when they were 
blown up the broken shaft by the 
rush of air. The gang on duty when 
the accident occurred, at 7:45, had 
gone down at 5 for a_ three-hour 
shift, and would have been out fif- 
teen minutes after the accident. The 
same men had worked earlier in the 
day, from 11 until 2. 

During that earlier shift, Mulcahey 
said yesterday, a leak at the weld 
had been discovered about noon. He 
said he was sent by the foreman 
to try to stop it, and had packed it 
with oakum and mud. At that time, 
he said, the weld had parted in a 
narrow crack extending four or five 
inches along the circumference of 
the shaft. At 6 o’clock, he said, 
after they had gone down again, he 
he was sent up to try to stop it a 
second time. he crack was a foot 
long or more at that time, he said. 

Apparently this crack had gradual- 
ly crept around the circumference at 
the welded joint, until the shaft was 
so weakened that it could not resist 
the twenty-five pounds of air pres- 
sure inside. 


Tells Story of His Escape. 


Mulcahey was around the scene of 
the accident most of the day yester- 
day. To one group of his fellow- 
workmen after another he calmly 
told the story of his escape. 

“I was on the bottom, right under 
the shaft, when it came,’’ he said. 
It knocked me down. Then the rush 


of air lifted me gradually. Tracey 
was ahead of me. Both of us caught 
hold of the ladder and clung there. 
I looked up and I thought I saw fire 
at the top of the shaft. I thought 
the electric wires had started the 
scaffold blazing. 

‘““*For God’s sake, you can’t go 
out there,’ I called to Tracey. ~ 

‘“‘He was near crazy. After a min- 
hm he went out, and then I followed 

m ” 


Although John W. Doty, president 
of the Fouhdation Company, was 
said to have visited the scene of the 
accident yesterday morning, he was 
not seen there during the afternoon, 
and at his home {it was said that 
he would not be in last night. 
George V. Salle, the general super- 
intendent of the bridge construction 
job, was neither at his home nor 
at the bridge yesterday. 

In the absence of these two, no 
one would speak for the company, 
except to say that an investigation 
was being made. 

Several foremen who did not wish 
their names to be mentioned said 
that Mr. Salle resigned from his po- 
sition with the company, but that 
his resignation had nothing to do 
with Wednesday’s accident. 


HAS DEVICE TO STOP 
VIBRATION IN ENGINES 


Engineer in Brooklyn Says His 
Invention Belongs to Navy— 
Designed for Submarines. 





Final perfection, after years of ex- 
perimentation, of a device designed 
to eliminate the wrack of engine 
vibration was announced unofficially 
at the New York Navy Yard yes- 
terday. The device, called an ‘‘asyn- 
chronizer,”’ is the work of George 
J. Dashefsky of 2,266 East Twenty- 
second Street, Brooklyn, a graduate 
of Cooper Union and Brooklyn Poly- 
technic Institute, in collaboration 
with officers at the navy yard, it 
was said. 

Dashefsky refused to explain his 
invention, saying the device belonged 
to the navy and would remain one 
of its secrets. He said it acted ‘‘to 
prevent synchronism between the 
natural period of the shafting and 
the impulses of the engine.’’ The 
attendant evils of vibration were thus 
eliminated at inception, he said. 

The invention is designed especially 
for the Diesel engines of the more 
than eighty submarines in the United 
States. Navy, to prevent breakage of 
shafts. It was believed also, it was 
said, that it would be useful on re- 
ciprocating engines. It had been 
tested, Dashefsky said, in the V-5 
and the V-6, submarines of the latest 
type, and had enabled them to use 
their designed full power without dif- 
ficulty. 

Dashefsky said much of the credit 
for the device should go to Captain 
C. 8S. Joyce, Commander H. M. Jen- 
sen, John Fox, consulting mechanical 
engineer for the Navy Yard, and 
Lieut. Commander C. D. Headlee of 
the submarine machinery division. 


CASH SHORT, CASHIER GONE 


Bank at Jacksonville, Ala., Reports 
Discrepancy of $19,000.

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MANY YET TO BE EXAMINED 





Brother of Former City Trust Head, 
Di Paola and Daughter of Warder 
Have Been Called. 





Apart from a Lancia Motors of 
America, Inc., bankruptcy -hearing 
before Referee Henry K. Davis at 
140 Nassau Street this morning, the 
various investigations of. the -City 
Trust Company failure and its rela- 
tion to the State Banking Depart- 
ment will proceed in private. Saul S. 
Myers, attorney for the bankruptcy 
receivers, is scheduled to continue 
his search for assets of Lancia, an 
enterprise of the late F. M. Ferrari, 
head of the City Trust. Frank H. 
Warder, the former Bank Super- 
intendent, whose régime has been 
the subject of criticism of witnesses 
at the Moreland commission inquiry 
conducted by Robert Moses, has been 


notified to appear today for further 
examination. 


He has already given testimony at 
the bankruptcy hearings, but insisted 
that he could not answer some ques- 
tions without the records to refresh 
his memory. Mr. Myers deferred to 
the wishes of the Moreland com- 
missioner and has not been proceed- 
ing with his hearings, since much of 
the same ground will be covered. 
But meanwhile Mr. Myers has been 
busy on his private investigations, 
assisted by accountants in the ex- 
amination of the bank records which 
were made available to him through 
evidence at the Moreland hearings. 


Moreland Hearing Private. 


The Moreland commission staff 
under Walter H. Pollak will continue 
today in preparations for the next 
public hearing on Monday. Witnesses 
are being examined continually even 
while the hearings are under ‘way, 
but the record is so voluminous that 
Mr. Pollak must take time to pre- 
pare for the public. sessions. 

Among the witnesses who have 
been called but who have not yet ap- 
peared at the public hearings are 
Frederico Ferrari, brother of the for- 
mer City Trust head; Anthony. Di 
Paola, treasurer and cashier of the 
bank, and Miss Virginia Warder, 
daughter of the former Bank Super- 
intendent. It is not known whether 
she will waive immunity or not. 
Testimony already in the record is. 
that her Chrysler automobile was 
paid for by Ferrari, that her check 
was given in payment of $800 ad- 
vanced by the ‘dummy’ who held 
City Trust stock for her father, and 
that she accompanied her mothér to 
select rugs for their home for which 
Ferrari paid. 

Di Paola will undoubtedly be asked 
about the testimony of the auditor 
of Dr. A. H. Giannini, who told of 
how he classified notes held by the 
bank as “forgeries and accommoda- 
tion paper of which Ferrari got the 
benefit,’”’ when Dr. Giannini was 
planning to buy the bank. The total 
of thirty-two notes which Di Paola 


told A. Elliot Pinkus were of that 
class was $755,417.50. P 


Some Lines of Inquiry. 


A line of inquiry which will un- 
doubtedly be followed in other ses- 
sions is the report of large with- 
drawals between the death of Fer- 
rari. and the closing of the bank by 
the Banking Department. There was 
$175,000 in city money withdrawn 
during this period, but Charles 
Sweeney, Deputy City Chamberlain, 
denied on the witness stand that he 
acted on specific information of the 
condition of the bank. 

Several directors of the City Tmst 
have already testified at the More- 
land hearings and have revealed a 
lack of knowledge of the real situa- 
tion as it has been develo in other 
testimony. It is likel t to make 
his record complete Mr. Moses will 
examine all of them. 

A number of witnesses so far have 
refused to execute the waiver of im- 
munity which Mr. Moses exacts from 
every witness before putting him on 
the stand: There is no indication 
that such refusals have in any man- 
ner hampered the investigation. Mr. 
Warder was among those called to 
the stand who refused to sign the 
waiver. 

In the bankruptcy hearing, as he 
was informed by Mr. Davis when he 
balked at some questions, he was 
told that the only basis of refusal 
he could offer was the constitutional 
ground that his testimony would 
tend to degrade and incriminate him. 
Neither in that examination nor in 
the Moreland inquiry are witnesses 
allowed to be represented formally 
by counsel. As a cou attorneys 
are permitted to be present, but they 
may not e rt. 

The Moreland Commission is not a 
prosecuting agency and cannot pro- 
ceed.directly against any one. It can,

LIFE OF PITTSFIELD 


Doings of Early Inhabitants of 
Berkshire County Described 
by S. W. Ashe. 





PERENNIAL INDIAN PERIL 





Sons of the Berkshire’ Hills Had 
Enviable War Records From 
the Revolution On. 





“Personalities do much to make a 
community, and Berkshire County is 
rich in the history of its strong and 
resourceful pioneers, who, settling 
in these rugged Berkshire hills, 
stamped their imprint on the com- 
munity,’’ said S. W. Ashe of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, Pittsfield, 
Mass., in a recent radio address over 
WGY. 

“The early settlements called for 
men of courage and women of forti- 
tude, but these are the type that 
make the nation, and, judging by the 
number from Berkshire County who 
took part in the Indian wars, the 
Revolutionary War, the War of 1812, 
the Civil War and more recently the 
World War, Berkshire County has 
always done its part when the na- 
In the World War 
2,780 soldiers went from Pittsfield, 
and eighty-five never returned from 
the battlefields. 

“In the early days Pittsfield, or 
Pontoosuc, as it was then called, was 
over 150 miles by post riders’ road to 
Boston, and about forty miles from 
Albany. There were no railroads, 
and the community had to be almost 
entirely self-supporting, 
own food, mining the ore and manu- 
facturing iron in its own furnaces, 
making its own cloth, cutting lum- 
ber and building houses or cabins, 
taking care of the sick and ecducat- ! 
ing and looking after the moral 
needs of the people. The community 
existence depended entirely upon it- 
self to a far greater degree than 
cities on the sea,coast that could be 
reached from outside by ship. Then 


there was the problem of the Indians 
to cope with, but despite these hard- 
ships the community always stood 
ready to help defend the nation, and, 
judging by the long years that many 
of these pioneers lived, they must 


have had unusually strong physiques’! 


with vigorous personalities. 

‘“‘We must remember that 200 years 
ago rkshire County was a wilder- 
ness, and our present roads like the 
Mohawk Trail, the Berkshire Trail, 
the road over Jacob’s Ladder and 
similar scenic wonders were then 
covered with virgin forests. Occa- 
sional small bands of Indians moved 
about, but white men seldom pene- 
trated its forest depths. 

‘In the early. part of the eighteenth 
eentury, when the English of Mass- 
achusetts first visited the mountain- 
ous district of its ‘Far West’—now 
Berkshire County—they found it 
teeming with game and fur-bearing 
animals then common in New Eng. 
land, which attracted occasional 
hunting parties of the Mohegans and 
the Schaghticokes, who by agreement 
held a sort of joint occupancy of the 
hunting grounds. 


Indian Population Small. 


“The permanent native 
population was meagre; small vil- 
lages, most of the Mohegan race, 
scattered at wide intervals, alone 
broke the solitude of the mountain 
wilderness. And of these little groups 
of wigwams or villages one lay be- 
etween Sheffield and Great Bar- 
rington, and the smoke of others 
curled up among the woods where 
Pittsfield, Stockbridge, New Marl- 
borough, Dalton and perhaps other 
towns now stand. 

“The first attempt to settle Pon- 
toosuc—now Pittsfield—was in 1745, 
when the clearing of some forty lots 
laid out and sold therein was begun, 
but on account of the dagger en- 
countered in this wilderness. the 
pioneers retired until 1749, to find 
that their previous work on thirteen 
lots had not amounted to much. In 
the Summer of 1752 a number of 
pioneer settlers had log cabins erect- 
ed and a few brought hither their 
families. Among these came Solo- 
mon Deming from Wethersfield, with 
his young wife, Sarah, mounted on 
the pillion on his sadde. Their lot and 
cabin were in the eastern outskirts 
on the plantation in a region much 
frequented by roaming Indians. 
Sarah Deming was the first white 
woman to make her home in Pon-| 
toosuc plantation and the mother of 
the first white child born within its | 
limits. She died in 1818, age 92| 
years, and a suitable monument now 
marks the spot where she lies buried. 
There is a bed and a cradle used by 
Sarah Deming in the Pittsfield Mu- 
seum. 

‘“‘Among those pioneers who took 
an active part in the settlement of 
Pittsfield we find Colonel Jacob Wen- 
dell of Bos#pn and Colonel John Stod- 
dard of Northampton. Both were 
members of the Provincial Council 
and Colonels of Militia in their re- 
spective counties. Colonel Wendell 
was a wealthy merchant and was the 
father of Oliver Wendell, a prom- 
inent Revolutionary leader, and the 
ancestor of Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
The Wendell Hotel in Pittsfield bears 
the name of the same family. 

“Colonel Stoddard was also prom- 
inent in public affairs in his time. He 
was a member of the commission 
which opened the settlement of Shef- 
field, and also helped to establish 
the Indian Mission in Stockbridge. 
In 1734 in consideration of his great 
public service in the provinces, the 
General Council granted him 1,000 
acres of its unappropriated lands in 
the County of Hampshire. 


Joint Owners of Township. 


*In 1739 through purchase and in- 
terchange of deeds, Colonel Stoddard, 
Colonel Wendell and Philip Living- 
ston of Albany became joint owners 
of the township of what is now Pitts- 
field. Sixty-four lots were set out in 
1783 as nearly 100 acres each as was 


practicable. The territory thus laid 
out included about one-fourth on the 
township. ; 

‘“‘While Berkshire was especially 
friendly with the scattered bands of 
Indians and was largely free from 
the terrible Indian wars from which 
other communiti.. suffered, still it 
was necessary to be constantly alert, 
and for the protection of its inhabi- 
tants forts were built at various im- 
portant points. Colonel Williams; 
who appeared and took up a lot in 
the Pontoosuc Plantation as Ensign 
Williams in 1743, constructed the old 
line of frontier fort defenses between 
the Connecticut and Hudson Rivers— 
Fort Shirley at Heath, Fort Pelham 
at Rowe, Fort Massachusetts at 
North Adams and Fort Ansen at 
Pontoosuc. 

“Old forts in Pittsfield were Fort 
Goodrich, built by Charles Goodrich 
in 1756, the second white man to set- 
tle in this region. He died in 1815,

Walked in Sleep, Says Guard 
Who Deserted Post at Palace 


LONDON, May 30 (®).—The plea 
that he was. sleep-walking was 
made by George Sivewright, sig- 
naler for the Scots Guards, at his 
court-martial today for deserting 
his post in. front of Buckingham 
Palace on April 30. The findings 
of the court were withheld. 

Sivewright gave a great shock 
to British Army traditions by his 
avparent desertion, and it was 
weeks later when he turned up at 
his home’ several hundred miles 
away, footsore and weary, to 
greet his mother before giving 
himself up to the authorities. 

He told the court-martial that 
he did not intend to desert, but 
that he had suffered from sleep- 
walking and did not know what 
he was doing. 

He declared that he was wor- 
ried by personal matters and was 
ill the night he left his post and 
remembered nothing until he 
found himself in Piccadilly.

Fort Ansen, built by Colonel Wil- 
liams in 1754, stood on the southwest 
corner of the Robert Rice homestead 
on Unhamet Street, now the Junc- 
tion.

“Where Captain John Strong’s 
homestead, corner of East anc Bart- 
tett, is located, the guns used by the 
government in the War of 1812 were 
made.

“It is difficult to appreciate the 
extreme conditions under which our 
Pittsfield pioneers lived. Imagine 
how it must have felt to be so en- 
tirely dependent upon each other for 
| practically everything essential to ex- 
jistence, and at all times tilling the 
| soil, to be ready for the unexpected 
| attack from. the roaming Indians, 
| having their guns within reach, and 
| with their forts near in which, in 
emergency such as the French and 
Indian wars, they and their neigh- 
bors with their respective families

PANAMANIAN CALLS 
PRESIDENT DICTATOR} 


Stirred by Salary Cuts, Member 
of Assembly Threatens Move to 
Oust “Useless”. Officials. 


Special Cable to Tot New YORK TIMES. 

PANAMA, May 30.—Averring that 
Panama’s Chief Executive violated 
the national Constitution by decree- 
ing reductions in the salaries of gov- 
ernment employes, R. L. Castrellon, 
Assemblyman of Veragua Province, 
addressed a telegraphic letter today 
to President F. H. Arosemena. ac- 
cusing him of creating an ‘‘irrespon- 
sible dictatorship.’’ He quoted the 
Constitution as saying that only the 
National Assembly may create, abol- 
ish or specify salaries pertaining to 
public employments. and criticized 
the President for slashing the sal- 
aries of lowly officials while leaving 
the higher officials untouched. 

Sefior Castrellon said that the 
‘salaries of school teachers, the 
ones who are moulding our future 
citizens, have been reduced. Tele- 
graph operators’ who are duty 
slaves, firemen who are protectors 
of life and property are the ones 
suffering from the present economic 
measures while secretaries of the 
Cabinet ride in expensive cars spend- 
ing in a day more on gasoline than 


a poor | family does in a month for 
living.’’ 

The Assemblyman recommended 
the convening of the National ‘Assem- 
bly to abolish ‘‘useless’’ officials, in- 
cluding many foreign representatives 
who, he declared, were unworthy. 
He added that in view of the govern- 
mental financial straits the Assem- 
blymen would proffer their services 
free. Concluding, he said, ‘‘We will 
reduce the salaries of all government 
employes from you to the last 
porter.’’ 

By executive order yesterday one 
consul was eliminated and five, in- 
cluding one at Chicago, were reduced 
to ad honorum consuls without sal- 
aries, but they were allowed com- 
mission of 50 per cent on office 
revenues. The government hoped to 
save $50,000 annually by this 
measure. 

Reduction of all salaries, including 
the Cabinet members, was discussed, 
but decision was reserved. The gov- 
ernment recently placed the biennial 
budget at $14,750,000 after a com-

Jack High Runs Third In Belmont 
Classic—Black Majesty Takes 
duvenile—-Osmand Wins.

Thirty thousand persons hailed a 
champion yesterday afternoon and | 
hig name is Blue Larkspur. Few) 
horses have ever accomplished what 
this colt did in the stretch at Bel- 
mont Park when he made up four 
lengths in three-sixteenths of a mile, 
overhauling two of the greatest 3- 
year-olds of the year, Chestnut Oak 
and Jack High. 

Chestnut Oak and Jack High bat- 
tled for the lead from the start of 
the historic Withers stakes only to 
find the prize of $28,250 and all its 
attendant glory wrenched from them 
in the very last stride by Blue Lark- 
spur, which won by a head. Chest- 
nut Oak was second and he led Jack 
High by half a length, while six 
others trailed. 

The great closing dash of Blue 
Larkspur brought him to the line in 
1:36, the fastest mile that has been 
run at Belmont Park since Cherry 
Pie set the record at 1:35 2-5 in 1923. 
That rush was too much for Chest- 
nut Oak and Jack High and estab- 
lished Blue Larkspur on top of the 
3-year-old heap, as the field which 
went to the post in the fifty-fourth 
running of the Withers was the 
greatest band of that age brought | 
together this year. 


Beacon Hill Runs Fifth. 


Dr. Freeland, which spread-eagled 
his field to win the Preakness, could 
only get fourth, and he was eight 
lengths back of Jack High and never 
had a look in with the three speed 
kings which divided the purse. In or- 
der back of those already named 
came Beacon Hill, Begorra, Dail, 
The Nut and Calf Roper. 

After the finish a claim of foul was 
lodged by George Fields, rider of 
Chestnut Oak, who maintained that 
Blue Larkspur had interfered with 
him in the last fifty yards, and ex- 
hibited an injured leg. Mack Gar- 
ner, rider of the winner, admitted 
that he had jammed into Chestnut 
Oak, but said that it was after the 
finish. The stewards evidently agreed 
with this, as they made no change in 
the placing. 

Blue Larkspur was moving so fast 
at the end of the Withers mile that 
it is easy to understand how he was 
hard to handle, but there could be 
no question that he was the fastest 
and strongest horse in the race. 

A measure of Blue Larkspur’s 

reatness may be gathered from the 

act that Chestnut Oak ran the first 

six furlongs in 1:10, which is two- 
fifths of a second faster than the 
track record for that distance. 

The start of the race was good and 
Chestnut Oak at once ran into the 
lead, with Jack High and Blue Lark- 
spur in close attendance. Jack High

Thrilling Finishes Mark Many of 
Twenty Classes—New York Y. C. 
30-Footers Make Clean Sweep.

NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., May 30. 
—The 1929 yacht-racing season in 
these waters was finally opened to- 
day when a fleet of 130 yachts, com-

Harlem Yacht Club, the first cham- 
pionship race of the Yacht Racing 
Association of Long Island Sound 
this year. 

Every type of racing craft from the

within a minute. 

It was one of the most successful 
races ever conducted by the Harlem 
Yacht Club, and it was the first 
time that the experiment of starting 
the various classes at three instead 
of five minute intervals was tried. 
The new procedure worked very well 
and it will be given a further tryout 
tomorrow when the Indian Harbor 
Club will hold an invitation race. 


Finishes Are Thrilling. 


The classes were started promptly 
and the finish was thrilling. Within 
half an hour after Avatar, Commo- 
dore Floyd L. Carlisle’s M Class 
sloop crossed the line, the first yacht 
to get over, there were more than 
three score boats sweeping along 
with a leading breeze with spinnakers 
and balloon jibs set. 


From a spectator’s viewpoint, how-' 


ever, the day was somewhat of a dis- 
appointment, as the thick haze pre- 
vented the hundreds of sightseers, 
who were on motor boats or the near- 
by foreshores, from seeing little more 
than the start and finish. 

Four courses were sailed, the 
start and finish being from a point 
near Execution Light. The larger 
boats sailed a fifteen and one-half- 
mile course and the others were 
eleven miles, nine miles and six 
miles, respectively, all of the boats 
having a run at the start, then a 
beat, with a reach to the finish line. 

The New York Yacht Club thirty- 
footers made a clean sweep of the 
course, and, though they started fif- 
teen minutes after the M Class boats 
got away, the six starters in this 
class led the fleet in, the first boat

Avatar’s Showing Impressive. 


Yachtsmen in general are particu- 
larly interested in the showing of 


the M Class, and Commodore Car- 
lisle’s Avatar fulfilled the expecta- 
tions of the wise ones, beating Rear 
Commodore Junius S. Morgan Jr.’s 
Windward by nearly five minutes. 

This was Avatar’s third victory 
this season, the Manhasset Bay sloop 
having been first home in one of its 
own club races two weeks ago and 
arain at Larchmont last week. It 
was the first time, however, that 
Avater and Windward have met. 

There were many women skippers 
in the race and quite a number of 
women in the crews. Miss Helen G.

among the three leaders when the 
first century of the long grind had 
been reeled off. Litz still held com- 
mand of the situation, but was only 
twenty-seven seconds ahead of Moore 
who in turn was in a nose and nose 
struggle with Meyer. Only fifteen 
seconds separated these two. Babe 
Stapp had pushed his car from sev- 
enth to fourth place and he was fol- 
lowed by Leon Duray. Tony Gulotta 
was sixth and Jimmy Gleason had 
moved up to seventh. 

At 150 miles Moore was out in 
front with Meyer closely following 
and Gleason on the same lap in third 
position. Litz went out of the race 
shortly before this post had been 
reached. Frame had milled his way

At 200 miles Meyer and Moore still 
were in a neck-and-neck battle for 
the leadership with the former hav- 
ing a slight advantage.

Kries followed and in order were 
Winnai, Marchese, Gulotta and 
Farmer.

Nine- 
teen of the speed creations had been 
forced out for one reason or another 
at the 400-mile mark, leaving only 
fourteen of the original starters in 
the field. 

When 450 miles had been reached 
and it was a frantic dash for the 
rich legacy which went to the win- 
ner, only 56 1-5 seconds separated 
Keech and Kloepfer, who had re- 
lieved Moore. They were two laps 
ahead of Meyer, and Marchese in 
fourth place was nine laps behind 
the leaders. Gleason was _ within 
gunshot of Marchese in fifth -and 
Arnold was sixth. The other order 
was Winnai, Gardner, Chron and 
Frame. 

The time for 450 miles was 4 hours 
35 minutes 40:38 seconds, an aver- 
age of 97.943 miles an hour. Then 
followed that heartbreaking finish.

OCTOBER CLOSES AT 18.50 


Rise Is 17 Points for the Day— 
Trading Is Light, With Most 
Markets in Country Idle. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., May 30.— 
The cotton market advanced today 
on the serious flood news from Texas 
and the brighter prospects for a 
settlement at Paris of the repara- 
tions problem. Owing to the closing 
of most of the outside markets, par- 
ticularly New York, trading was less 
active than usual, but picked up con- 
siderably in the final hour of the ses- 
sion when the seriousness of the 
situation in Texas was realized. 

Following a slightly easier opening, 
the market gradually rallied on re- 
ports of further Texas rains and ad- 
vanced more rapidly in the after- 
noon, making the highs of the day 
right at the end. 

October trading, early at 1842 or 
unchanged from the previous close, 
advanced to 18.60, up 18.points, and 
closed at 18.50, or 17 points net} 
higher for the day. | 

The general market closed steady | 
at net gains of 16 to 22 points. 

Private advices from Houston re- 
ported that it was generally believed | 
that fully a million acres of culti- 
vated land had _. been virtually 
drowned out, either by the torrential 
rains or by the overflowing streams, 
and that it was already so late in 
the season and labor so scarce that 
it was very doubtful if much of the 
overflowed land would be replanted 
in cotton. 

The spot sales at Houston today 
totaled more than 11,000 bales, the 
sudden increase in the trading there 
being attributed to the flood situa- 





ion.

FARMING OVERDONE. 





Grown Again, Says College. 

A birdseye view of the abandoned 
farm land rapidly increasing in this 
country indicates how thoroughly im- 
bued the pioneers were with the 
idea that all land potentially was | 





argricultural land, says a statement | 
issued by the New York State Col-| 
lege of Forestry, Syracuse University. 

As the pioneers cut their way into 
the wilderness they saw in the re- 
moval of the forests the future farm. 
Millions of acres of trees were felled 
for the purpose of developing agricul- 
The labor of clearing 
the land suitably for farming was a 
tremendous undertaking. It required 
stamina, brawn, persistence, and 
back of all this effort, the statement 
points out, was the absence of any 
thought that there might be such a 
thing as non-agricultural land. For 
three hundred years the slogan was 
farm expansion. 

“Present developments indicate 
complete reversal of‘this thought,”’ 
declares the statement. ‘‘The farmer 
has learned to produce more crops 


ference between good soils: and poor 
soils. Gradually, agriculture is con- 
centrating on particular soils and lo- 
cations for particular crops. The poor 
soils and lands with elevations un- 
congenial to-growing crops are. be- 
ing abandoned by hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres annually because the 
land can no longer produce profit- 
ably. 

‘“‘Many forests once thought to con- 
stitute barriers to agriculture are 
now, by their absence, barriers to 
economic progress and must be re-es- 
tablished after all the grief and 
hardship their removal entailed. The 
unproductive farm land on which 
they stood is as much a hindrance to 
agriculture today as the growing 
forests were believed to have been in 
years gone by.”’

IMPROVES IN CANADA 


Sarvey by Bank Shows Conditions 
More Favorable Than in 
Any Winter Period. 


Reports coming to the Canadian 


minion, indicate that emloyment con- 
ditions in Canada are more favorable 
than a year ago. In a review of the 
situation, the bank says: 

“The Winter climate of Canada has 
generally been regarded as conducive 
to widespread unemployment, but in 
reality, while it causes curtailment of 
labor in certain directions, it stimu- 
lates employment in others. The 
former condition is one that prevails 
during the Winter to about an equal 
degree in Canada and the majority 
of other countries. Nature has a! 
way of making up for the handicaps 
of a long Winter by giving larger 
yields and a higher quality of cer- 
tain staple crops than is the rule 
where the climate is more or less| 
uniform throughout the year. This} 
is noticeable in many Canadian agri-| 
cultural districts, notably in the | 
West, where climate and soil condi-| 
tions are such as to produce the} 
greatest quantity of the best bread-| 
making wheat. 

“It was formerly the case that con- 
struction was suspended entirely inj 
Canada during the Winter, but build-| 
ing operations are now fairly evenly 
spread over the year and the labor 
required in this industry is becoming | 
increasingly independent of weather | 
conditions. Seasonal tendencies in | 
industries, mining and fishing opera- | 
tions are no more pronounced in Can- | 
ada than elsewhere, except that coal | 
mining in most of the producing sec- | 
tions is stimulated in the Winter | 
months. 

“British Columbia is one of the 
unique Jumbering regions, for there 
logging is practically a twelve-month 
occupation.

DAIREN, South Manchuria, April 
24.—The building of modern Dairen 
in little more than twenty years is 
an unsung marvel of the age. 

The Dairen of today is a product 
of the efficiency of modern Japan, a 
nation which only seventy years ago 
was a semi-feudal, semi-medieval 
State. The gateway to a region with 
an ever growing population of 24,- 
000,000, it is second only to Shanghai 
in tonnage handled, so far as 
Chinese ports are concerned, and in 
many respects has well substantiated 
claims to superiority over China’s 
first port. 

In the small area of leased terri- 
tory which Japan holds around 
Dairen, only 1,300 square miles in 
all, there are more schools and col- 
leges for Chinese than in any like 
area in China. Japanese agencies 
in Dairen spend more money for 
hospitals, for free libraries, for 
model housing and for experimental 
work, all primarily for the Chinese,

scientists have combined with the 
thrifty, industrious and peaceful 
Chinese peasants in creating an ex- 
traordinary prosperity.

These enormous growths -would | 
have been impossible had the peas- | 
ants gone to a Manchuria which 
was devoid of Japanese railway and | 
industrial development, devoid of | 
Japan’s harbor expansion problem. | 
Indeed, but for Japan's activities in 


Manchuria the number of immi- 
grants to Manchuria would have been 
smaller by many millions during 
those. years. On the other hand, 
without the industry of the Chinese 
peasants, Japan’s railways and ports 
would have had only a small tonnage 
to handle, for Japan tried colonizing 
Manchuri= with her own people, and 
the result was a flat failure. 

Much of Manchuria’s prosperit 

due to the scientific work. carrie 
at. the Central Laboratory in Dairen 
and at various experimental stations 
established at points along the South 
Manchuria Railway, financed by the 
railway company. 
’ By continuous experiments and im- 
portation of better seeds, the yield 
per acre of the Chinese peasants 
along the railway has shown in- 
creases of from 10 to 20 per cent. 
Fruit culture is being fostered, all 
kinds of live stock are being improved 
in breed and in weight.

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SAYS SUN'S RAYS AID 
HEALTH ENTIRE YEAR 


Dr. Riddle Tells Tuberculosis 
Association Idea of Benefit 
in Summer Only Is Wrong. 





X-RAY URGED FOR CHILDREN 





Dr. F. M. McPhedran Sees Use in 
Finding Certain Types of Lung 
Disease—Diet Stressed. 


Special to The.New York Times. 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 30.— 
Heathful qualities of sunshine are to 
be found in the rays at all times of 
the year, according to Dr. Arthur R. 
Riddle, of the Hegeman Laboratory 


of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Sanatorium, Mount McGregor, N. Y.., 
in an .address before the annual 
meeting of the National Tuberculosis 
Association at the Hotel Chelsea 
today. 

Dr. Riddle pointed out that this 
theory was in opposition ‘to the cur- 
rent idea that rays capable of exert- 
ing beneficial effects are totally 
absent during Winter months. He 
said that the action. of sunshine 
varied in intensity and value accord- 
ing to the season, being greater in 
Summer than in- Winter, and that 
the observed fact that children with 
rickets receive little beneficial effects 
from sunshine in the Winter in 
northern regions was not due to.the 
absence of the right quality of light, 
but to the fact that there was not 
enough of it. 

‘“‘Because certain clinic response to 
light was lacking in the Winter 
months,’ Dr. Riddle continued, 
‘“‘many writers have stated that this 
is due to the entire absence of light 
in this part of the spectrum at this 
time, and that as the sun _ goes 
south, the ultra-violet light shifts so 
far toward the visible part of the 
spectrum as to be entirely outside 
the ‘vital’ region. 


- Sunshine Limits Vary Little. 


‘Investigations made in our labora- 
tory to determine this point show 
that there is comparatively little dif- 


ference between the sunlight limits 
in Winter and in Summer, and much 
less difference between the values 
for bright and overcast days, re- 
spectively. The plesetion seems 
to be one of intensity, rather than 
the entire absence of radiation in 
this region.”’ 

Dr. F. Maurice McPhedran of the 

University of Pennsylvania advo- 
cated the use of the X-ray as the 
only method of discovering certain 
types of tuberculosis in children and 
young adults. 
“Tuberculosis in childhood,’ said 
Dr. McPhedran, ‘is characterized 
first by a'latent period following in- 
fection which may vary’in length 
from two or three weeks to several 
years. If untreated during this pe- 
riod, this type of childhood tuber- 
culosis may develop into an acute, 
rapidly developing disease, or into 
one of a long-drawn out, chronic 
character. After discovery of tuber- 
culosis by means of the X-ray, the 
patient must. be put on a regimen of 
rest, even if the child appears to be 
well and no'‘other symptoms can be 
discovered. Only in this way will the 
child be able to overcome his dis- 
ease, so that he will be able to carry 
the load that the demands and heed- 
lessness of youth are likely ‘to throw 
upon his disease.’’ 


Says X-Ray Saves Patients. 
Emphasizing the importance of the 
X-ray, Dr. McPhedran said that long 
before any physical symptoms ap- 





peared in the patient, the skillfwl 
physician, using’ the X-ray corréctly, 
could find the disease arid thus more 
easily save the patient... 
Innocent “and apparently healthy 
spreaders of tuberculosis in the home 
are: frequently discovered through a 


diagnosis“ of childhood tuberculosis, . 


said _Dr...Walter L... Rathbun ‘of 
Cassadaga, N. Y., who has con- 
ducted extensive examinations of 
school children in Chautauqua 


nty. - 

“The only indication of: positive 
tuberculosis in the household,’’ said 
Dr.’ Rathbun, ‘‘was often. one or 
more children with the childhood 
type of the disease. The parents 
may be ‘healthy loéking and un- 
doubtedly intermittent spreaders -for 
many years. They. are very danger- 
ous members of their communities 
until discovered and instructed in 
the .ways of preventing infection of 
others. 

“Our examination af school chil- 
dren disclosed the, fact that a small 
group of between 3 and 4 per cent. of 
the entire school population “has 
childhood tuberculosis, but this small 
group later supplies one-half those 
who. have true pulmonary tubercu- 
losis (the type that kills) before the 
age of twenty.”’ ; 


Results in Philadelphia. 


Reporting results in Philadelphia, 
Dr.-H. W. Hetherington of the Uni- 
versity of: Pennsylvania said that 1.5 
per cent of children from 15 to 19 
years’ old’ had pulmonary tubercu- 
losis. Of these '42 per cent showed 
evidences of having previously had 
the ‘childhood type often known as 
‘juvenile tuberculosis.”” He empha- 
sized ‘the importance of wide exami- 
nation of adolescent school children, 
as. it..was at this time that true pul- 
monary tuberculosis made is appear- 
ance. 

Predicting a dominant réle by diet 
in treating tubercylosis in the future, 
Dr.: Benjamin Goldberg of Chicago 
said that a properly balanced ration 
of'vitamins and mineral quoticnts in 
addition to the protein, carbohydrate 
and fat constituents, would be found 
to:be the most powerful inflyence in 
building up resistance. to tubercule 
growth in-patients and contact cases. 
“Life. or death for the patient in a 
sanatorium depends on modern equip- 
ment, management and personnel,’’ 
said’ Dr. Goldberg. He emphasized 
the. importance of the sanatorium 
acting as a teaching institution, to 
edutate patients how to live so that 
a shorter stay would. be sufficient to 
enable them to learn to take care of 
themselves after leaving. 

He said that with only 67,270 beds 
in*the United States for an estimated 
number of 437,835 cases, it was ob- 
vious that only a few could take ad- 
vantage of sanatorium care. The bal- 
ance, he said, must receive attention 
from the field service, reaching out 
from ‘the institution itself to the syur- 
rounding population, carrying to 
them the knowledge and practical 
application of principles of rest, 
fresh air and nourishing food as the 
treatment. for the disease.

LEFT NOTE SHOWING PLANS 


Wife’s Brother Hears Shots and 
Arrives as the Husband Turns 
Pistol on Himself.

FORT WORTH, Tex., May 30.— 
Arthur Sayers of Houston, a wealthy 
oil man, shot his estranged wife to 
death and then killed himself here 
today at the home of his wife’s 
brother, Roger Q. Williams. Sayers 
made deliberate plans for the double 
tragedy twenty-four hours in ad- 
vance, or before he left his home in 


Houston, evidence at the inquest. re- 
vealed. 

The shooting was believed to have 
been planned. should Sayers. prove 
unsuccessful in reaching a reconcili- 
ation with Mrs. Sayers, who had 
been visiting her brother in Fort 
Worth. On Monday. night she-wrote 
her husband a letter, saying she 


could not live peacefully with him| t 


and desired that they remain se 
arated. On the same night he tele- 
phoned to her from Houston and 
heard her wishes expressed over the 
telephone. 


Left Note Revealing Plan. 


Before departing for Fort Worth, 
Sayers left a handbag with his 
cousin, J. Jeans of Houston. Mr. 
Jeans was asked to take care of it. 
Reading in newspapers today of the 
deaths, _¢ onened the bag and found 
a note in which Sayers asked him 
to take care of his body. Mr. Say- 
ers was 52 vears old, his wife 29. 

The couple separated about three 


“weeks ago. 





She left Houston and, 
after taking part ‘in ‘the Women’s 
State Golf Tournament in Dallas, 
she came to visit. her brother and 
his wife. ‘ $32 

: The Williamses and: Mrs.: Sayers 
spent Wednesday in Dallas:and re- 
turned home late in the evening just 
before Sayers arrived from Houston. 
: ““Phe~four .of us talked together 
in'a back room of our home for a 
while,”” Mr, Williams said. ‘“‘Every- 
thing seeméa agreeable. Then Sayers 
and my sister went into. the living 
room for a private conversation. My 
sister laughed and talked with Say- 
‘ers, not knowing that death was 


about to cross her path at the hands 
of her husband.’’ 


Sees Sayers Shoot Himself. 


Williams said that he remained up 
to drive Sayers to his hotel, down- 
town. After midnight he heard sev- 
eral shots. Grasping his pistol, he 
ran to the living room to meet his 
sister groping her way to the bed- 
room, saying she was shot. The 
brother reached the living room in 
time to see Sayers shoot himself in 
his temple. 

Mrs. Sayers died within a few min- 
utes from .three wounds, in her 
shoulder, neck and chest. Sayers 
died from. the effect of two wounds, 
one in his temple and the other near 
his heart. 

.Two pistols were found in the 
room, one containing six empty 
shells.. The other was an automatic, 
an empty shell of which was found 
in the room. Both pistols belonged 
to Sayers. ;

He declared that public health con- 
ditions in Mexico were unsatisfac- 
tory, despite a-high child mortality, 
which forms 18 to 20 per cent of the 
total mortality. On the whole, health 
conditions are the same there as in 
this country, he said. 

“‘A number of diseases have been 


tinued. ‘‘Yellow fever and typhus 
fever have now disappeared alto- 
gether and acute outbreaks of mala- 
ria-do not occur any longer. 
are no more ‘epidemics.”’
